WARDEN FAVORS 


THE ONE RUCK LAW 


Conservation Warden's. J. Gwidt, 


in an article in one o£ our exchanges, 
expresses himself as being strongly 
In favor of the one buck law, In spite 
of the fact that many hunters of the 
state have had their say on tho mat- 
ter and have condemned the law from 
start to finish. 
Mr. Gwldt expresses 


himself as follows: 


There has been a petition circu- 


Jated among sportsmen in Onelda 
county to retain the One Uuck law. 
Tho majority of the sportsmen are 
very much In favor of the law even 
tho at one time some of them were 
opposed to It. 
They will all admit 


that it has saved a great mnny lives 
but some do not seem to admit that 
it saves many deer. 
They hear BO 


many exaggerated stories about so 
many dead does found in the woods 
that they are inclined to believe that 
the deer are not protected any by tho 
law. 
But sportsmen who have hunt- 


ed doer for many years hay that this 
Is because there Is no snow to track 
the animals with, and that after a 
deer is wounded it is almost impossi- 
ble to find It, because It makes for 
the thickets whero It dies. This alone 
will prove that there are not so many 
dead does In the woods as are repor- 
ted. 


We realize that this law Is an In- 


convenience to the hunter who careb 
lor nothing only to satisfy his desire 
to kill and Is there strongly opposed 
to it. There are twenty-six states in 
tho Union that permit deer killing. 
Sixteen of these (not including Wis- 
consin) have the One Buck Law and 
say it is the best law ever adopted to 
preserve the lives of hunters and deer 
and do not believe In repealing It. 


This is what the state of Vermont 


has to tell us: 


Forty years ago, as the result o£ 
persistent hunting, the deer were ex- 
terminated In the Plate of Vermont. 
In tho year 1878 twenty sportsmen 
raised a fund and purchased from 
the Adirondack section of Now York 
seventeen deer which were released 
In Finland and Remington counties 
and protected by a closed season tor 
19 yars. 
In 1897 an open season 


was again given, and has been con- 
tinued each year since that time. 
During tho IS years which have^inca 
elapsed bucks only have been killed, 
with the exception of the years 190!) 
and 1910 when an open season for 
does was granted. This open season 
n 1009-10 was given solely for the 
reason that deer had become too 
plentiful and it was deemed wise to 
reduce their numbers. During thohe 
IS years official figures show that 
2^,265' deer 'have hceiiv killed by 
sportsmen, or from 1897 to 1905 in- 
clusive, 2855 deer were killed. Dur- 
ing the second half 20,410 deer wore 
killed, an increase of over 800 per 
cent. Those figures prove that under 
a buck law, the deer increase in tho 
woods at tho same time that greater 
numbers are being taken by the hun- 
ters, Tho statement seems paradox- 
ical, but there can bo no denying tho 
figures. It Is interesting to note also 
that during the first four years of tho 
open season, or from 1S97 to 1900 
Inclusive, only -ICO deer were killed, 
an average of 115 doer per year. This 
was tho best that could bo done after 
a nineteen year closed scuson. Dur- 
ing tho last six years the number la- 
ken averaged 2,763 doer per year. 
The great increase in Vermont deer, 
therefore, has taken place not under 
the protection afforded by a closed 
season but under the" buck law. 


Vermont, as stated before, Is the 


state which has given tho buck law 
the longest test. It is the only state 
In the Union today which complains 
with reason of having too many deer. 
In proportion to Its hunting area 
more deer are killed under a buck 
law than In any other state under any 
kind of a law. Tho door are also the 
heaviest and finest specimens o£ the 
Virginia deer to bo found in the 
United States. Hunting accidents arc 
characteristically infrequent and the 
kinds of accidents in wJilch a man Is 
shot 
at by mistake for a. deer are 


almost unknown.

WARDEN FAVORS 


THE ONEJUCK LAW 


Conservation WardenTS. J. Gwidt, 


in an article in one of our exchanges, 
expresses himself as being strongly 
in favor of the one buck law, in spite 
of the fact that many hunters of the 
state have had their say on the mat- 
ter and have condemned the law from 
start to finish. Mr. Gwidt expresses 
himself as follows: 
There has been a. petition circu- 


lated among sportsmen in Oneida 
county to retain the One Buck law. 
The majority of the sportsmen are 
very much in favor of the law even 
tho at one time some at them were 
opposed to It. 
They will all admit 


that it has saved a great many lives 
but some do not seem to admit that 
it saves many deer. 
They hear so 


many exaggerated stories about so 
many dead does found in the woods 
that they are inclined to believe that 
the deer are not protected any by the 
law. 
But sportsmen who have hunt- 


ed deer for many years say that this 
is because there is no snow to track 
the animals with, and that after a 
deer is wounded it is almost impossi- 
ble to find it, because it makes for 
the thickets where it dies. This alone 
will prove that there are not so many 
dead does in the woods as are repor- 
ted.We realize -that this law is an In- 
convenience to the hunter who cares 
for nothing only to satisfy his desire 
to kill and is there strongly opposed 
to it. There are twenty-six states in 
the Union that permit deer killing. 
Sixteen of these (not including Wis- 
consin) have the One Buck Law and 
say it is the best law ever adopted to 
preserve the lives of hunters and deer 
and do not believe in repealing it. 


This is what the state of Vermont 


has to tell us: 
Forty years ago, as the result o£ 


persistent hunting, the deer were ex- 
terminated in the state of Vermont. 
In the year 1878 twenty sportsmen 
raised a fund and purchased from 
the Adirondack section of New York 
seventeen deer which were released 
in Finland and Bemington counties 
and protected by a closed season tor 
19 yars. 
In 1897 an open season 


was again given, and has been con- 
tinued each year since that time. 
During the 18 years which have«pnce 
elapsed bucks only have been killed, 
with the exception of the years 1909 
and 1910 when an open season for 
does was granted. This open season 
in 1909-10 was given solely for the 
reason that xieer had become too 
plentiful and it was deemed wise to 
reduce their numbers. During these 
18 years official figures show that 
231,265* deer ihiave beep killed by 
sportsmen, or from 1897 to 1905 in- 
clusive, 2S55 deer were killed. Dur- 
ing the second half 20,410 deer were 
killed, an increase of over 800 per 
cent. These figures prove that uuuer 
a buck law, the deer increase in the 
woods at the same time that greater 
numbers are being taken by the hun- 
ters. The statement "seems paradox- 
ical, but there can be no denying the 
figures... It is interesting to n'ote also 
that during the first four years of the 
open season, or from 1897 to 1900 
inclusive, only 460 deer were killed, 
an average of 115 deer per year. This 
was the best that .could be done after 
a nineteen year closed season. Dur- 
ing the last six years the number ta- 
ken averaged 2,763 deer per. year. 
The great increase in Vermont deer, 
therefore, has taken place not under 
the protection afforded by a closed 
season but under the"buck law. 


Vermont, as stated before, is the 


state which has given the buck law 
the longest test. It is the only state 
in the Union today which complains 
with reason of having too many deer. 
In proportion to its hunting area 
more deer are killed under a buck 
law than in any other state'under any 
kind of a law. The deer are also the 
heaviest and'finest specimens of the 
Virginia deer to be found in the 
United States. Hunting accidents are 
characteristically infrequent and the 
kinds of accidents in which a man is 
shot at by mistake for a deer are 
almost unknown.

dairy farming in Portage county, the 
First National Bank of Stevens Point 
is about to conduct a novel, and yet 
a very praiseworthy scheme.

WARDEN FAVORS 


THE ONEJUCK LAW 


Conservation Warden S. J. Gwidt, 


in an article in one o£ our exchanges, 
expresses himself as being strongly 
in favor of the one buck law, in spite 
of the fact that many hunters of the 
state have had their say on the mat- 
ter and have condemned the law from 
start to finish. Mr. Gwldt expresses 
himself as follows: 
There has been a petition circu- 


lated among sportsmen in Oneida 
county to retain the One Buck law. 
The majority of the sportsmen are 
very much in favor of the law even 
tho at one time some of them were 
opposed to it. 
They will all admit 


that it has saved a great many lives 
but some do not seem to admit that 
it saves many deer. 
They hear so 


many exaggerated stories about so 
many dead does found in the woods 
that they are inclined to believe that 
the deer are not protected any by the 
law. 
But sportsmen who have hunt- 


ed deer for many years say that this 
is because there is no snow to track 
the animals with, and that after a 
deer is wounded it is almost impossi- 
ble to find it, because it makes for 
the thickets where it dies. This alone 
will prove that there are not so many 
dead does in the woods as are repor- 
ted.We realize that this law is an in- 
convenience to the hunter who cares 
for nothing only to satisfy his desire 
to kill and is there strongly opposed 
to it. There are twenty-six states in 
the Union that permit deer killing. 
Sixteen of these (not including Wis- 
consin) have the One Buck Law and 
say it is the best law ever adopted to 
preserve the lives of hunters and deer 
and do not believe in repealing it. 


This is what the state of Vermont 


has to tell us: 
Forty years ago, as the result ol 


persistent hunting, the deer were ex- 
terminated in the state of Vermont. 
In the year 1878 twenty sportsmen 
raised a fund and purchased from 
the Adirondack section of New York 
seventeen deer which were released 
in Finland and Bemington counties 
and protected by a closed season lor 
19 yars. 
In 1897 an open season 


was" again given, and has been con- 
tinued each year since that time. 
During the IS years which have^ince 
elapsed bucks only have been killed, 
with the exception of the years 1900 
and 1910 when an open season for 
does was granted. 
This open season 


in 1909-10 was given solely for the 
reason that deer had become too 
plentiful and it was deemed wiss to 
reduce their numbers. During these 
18 years official figures show that 
23,265 deer 'have beep killed^ by 
sportsmen, or from 1897 to 1905 in- 
clusive, 2855 deer were killed. Dur- 
ing the second half 20,410 deer were 
killed, an increase of over SOO per- 
cent. These figures prove that under 
a buck law, the deer increase in the 
woods at the same time that greater 
numbers are being taken by the hun- 
ters. The statement seems paradox- 
ical, but there can be no denying the 
figures. It is interesting to note also 
that during the first four years of the 
open season, or from 1S97 to 1900 
inclusive, only 460 deer were killed, 
an average of 115 deer per year. This 
was the best that could be done after 
a nineteen year closed season. 
Dur- 


ing the last six years the number ta- 
ken averaged 2,763 deer per year. 
The great increase in Vermont deer, 
therefore, has taken place not under 
the protection afforded by a closed 
season but under the" buck law.

United States. Hunting accidents are 
characteristically infrequent and the 
kinds of accidents in which a man is 
shot 
at by mistake for a. deer are 


almost unknown.

forestry congress at Ashcville, N. C., 
recently, Henry S. Graves, chief fores- 
ter of the United Suites, emphasized 
the Importance of the timber supply 
of the South nnd pointed out methods 
by which It may be perpetmued.

the 
whole United 


States " said Mr. Graves, according to 
the Boston Evening Transcript, "can 
the naval stores industry or .the pro- 
tection of hardwood timber be carried 
on with the same natural and econom- 
ical advantages as In the Southeast. 
Forests occupy more than half 
the 


total land area of the South. South- 
ern pine is the principal soft wood 
used in fully two-thirds of the country 
east of the plains. Backed by a supply 
of some 325,000,000.000 feet of yellow 
pine and about 20.000 sawmills, the 
pine industry holds a commanding 
nlace In the country's lumber market. 
Bv their very magnitude the forest 
problems of the South command at-

unprecedented growth, of population at 
California's "prison and reformatories 
during the last two years, the Sacra- 
mento Bee observes. • This is charged 
by the state board of prison directors 
In the biennial report filed with Gover- 
nor: Johnson. 
There appears to be an Increasing 


disposition among parents to place 
pleasure above duty and to place much 
of the responsibility of parenthood on 
the state, a condition that should not 
be tolerated, the report says. 


The responsibility of the home is 


taken up In the report. 


"It should be made the Imperative 


legal as well as moral duty of parents 
to rear children properly," it Is de- 
clared. "If th'e moral training of chil- 
dren is neglected; if tliey ore not 
taught self-control; if no rules of home 
conduct are promulgated or being pro- 
mulgated, children are permitted to 
disregard or evade them, It may be ex- 
pected that such children, when grown» 
will not give due attention to rules of 
organized society."

members six weeks to clean up the 
calendars, and unless politicians at- 
tempt to delay the work the bills can 
be given due consideration and be 
passed or killed long before that time. 


Among the big bjlls to have an im- 


mediate hearing is tho Young primary 
bill. It Is to qome 'up before the as- 
sembly committee on elections, and 
could be reported in so the/ lower 
house could dispose of it by the sec- 
ond week in April. The senate com- 
mittees are1 in shape to take it up 
without delay, and two weeks in the 
senate ought to dispose of it. 


The statewide prohibition bill ought 


to be either passed or killed in the 
same time. 
The highway bill will 


take somo time, especially because of 
the argument which will arise as to 
the increase in automobile fees and 
the proposition of creating a special 
legislative committee to work with 
tho highway commission. 


Another big bill is the one which 


relates to the game laws. 
This sub- 


ject also has 
bee-n considered for 


months, and several hearings have 
been held. Another hearing is sched- 
uled and the bill'should be on the 
calendar of one of the houses early 
in April. 


The' Whittet bill which amends the 


state board of .education ,law Is impor- 
tant, but it has been considered by a 
Joint, committee, and has been unani- 
mously recommended by the 'assembly 
side. It should be disposed of by the 
lower house without delay and the 
senate will have three weeks in April 
to consider it. It is understood that 
amendments will be Introduced In the 
senate, and they will send the bill 
back to the lower house, but again 
May 15 seems a date far enough ahead 
iii which to dispose of the bill.

man of Highland and has been given 
a hearing before the joint finance com-

The bill calls for an appropriation of 


$7,500 to purchase sufficient land and 
to move the old capitol building to the 
site' of its location where the first 
territorial session of the legislature 
was held.. 
, 


The first session of the legislature 


of the territory of Wisconsin convened 
at Belmont on Oct. 25, 1836, and ad- 
journed on Dec. 9 of the same year. 
The session lasted forty-six days and 
there were forty-two laws passed and 
placed upon the statute books. 


"During this ^first session, several 


counties were organized," declared Mr. 
Rindlaub. 
"Among 
these 
counties 


were 'Portage, Green and Grant, the 
last named being formed by- dividing 
Iowa county. It was at this season that 
a law was passed providing for trus- 
tees for the village of Milwaukee and 
naming the first board. Among the 
laws passed was one establishing the 
university at Belmont in Iowa county." 


The vote on the permanent location 


of the cap i to! was taken on Nov. 23, 
1836, at which, time Madison was se- 
lected. The following towns were com-

FREE ELECTRIC POWER 


'wo Windmills on the Forrest Farm 


Near Poynettc Generates 
Free Electricity 


An automobile run by the wind. 
Well, not precisely, but'it is a fact 


hat the breezes of, Columbia county 
urnish the "juicd" that propels the 
runabout Mrs. J. F. 'Forest guides 
ibout the roads surrounding the vil- 
age of Poyne,tte. A windmill charges 
he batteries. 
. 


About seven years ago J. if. For- 


rest, a wide awake farmer residing 
wo miles south of the above named 
own, 
decided that it was no longer 


necessary to carry an 
oil 
lantern 


around with him when he had. a job 
o do on the farm in the evening. He 
'ooked about for the best system of 
arm lighting that could be obtained. 
Vlauy Wisconsin farmers were then 
)eginning to use power generated by 
gasoline. 
But Mr. Forrest figured 


that there was a better and cheaper 
vay.The' windmill that a wind power 
electric company installed 
on 
Mr, 


Forrest's farm was the first outfit 
placed in the vicinity. 
The power plant consists of a dy- 


namo cut-in and storage batteries. 
The windmill is a steel wheel 12 feet 
n diameter and geared up so that the 
vertical shaft makes five revolutions 
to one of the wind wheel. The wind 
Hill is placed high in order to ob- 
tain the fullest possible exposure to 
the wind in all directions. The dy- 
namo is located on the second floor 
of the housing structure and is oper- 
ated wito a pulley on the upright 
shafting. 
. . . 
The cut-in is an instrument which 


s placed between the dynamo and 
the 'oatteries. It operates very much 
ike a check valve in a water pipe 
This allows the electric current to 
pass into the batteries but allows 
lone to pass from the batteries Into 
he generator. The battery consists 
of fourteen cells .having seven plates 
n each glass jar. These being set 
up were given their initial charge 
with the windmill. The battery has 
supplied light for the house, barn 
and barnyard without interruption 
for seven years, for even when there 
is no wind for days, there is enough 
current stored in the cells to last a 
'ull week. In all this time the only 
expense attached to the plant has 
been the cost of lubricating oil for 
the mill and a fresh supply of acid 
which was purchased to replace the 
old fiuid in the cells last fall. 


Some two years ago Mr. Forrest 


came to the conclusion that electric- 
ity which was now only giving him 
ight should also be made to take 
some of the back-break out of the 
farm work. 
His 12-foot windmill 


and 14-cell battery supplied a total 
load of 25 volts for lighting, which 
was however, not sufficient for power 
purposes. Mr. Forrest therefore sup- 
plied a second windmill with a IG^ft.

This wheel running a dyna- 


mo regulated by a governor pulley, 
generates a power of 110 volts, sup- 
plying a current up to a fifteen am- 
phere rate. The governor pulley be- 
tween the dynamo and mill serves 
to maintain a constant voltage. 


The new plant charges the bat- 


teries of Mrs. Forrest's niuataout, 
giving the 40 cells sufficient power 
to run an average of more than 23 
miles without recharging. 


The power developed by the larger 


windmill in addition to running the 
car, operates an electric toaster and 
fiat-iron. The batteries are also used 
to run an electric fan, the motors of 
the washing machine, churn, fanning 
mill, vacuum cleaner, sheep shearing 
machine and a violet ray apparatus 
maintained in the home for medicinal 
purposes. 
The car in this way is 


made to serve in many capacities in 
addition to providing pleasure for 
the family. 
, 


•Mr. Forrest for some time has been 


working on Improvements to 
his 


power system. 
It is his aim to de- 


velop a device for power generation 
that will maintain a constant volt- 
age under variable speed of the mill. 


The Forrest farm 
has become 


known as the "Electric Farm." 


What the conveniences supplied by 


these two windmills have meant to 
the Forrest family only they them- 
selves can realize. Mr. Forrest Is en- 
thusiastic over the possibilities of 
power on the farm and has become a 
keen student of electricity. Not only 
has Mrs. Forrest been relieved of 
much household drudgery by the de- 
vices electricity have made possible 
but it has removed a by no means in- 
consequent source of worry.

ily, nearly grown now, to be sure, 
and in the past several years elec- 
tric 'lights have eliminated the pos- 
sibility of a lamp or lantern, over- 
turned by young hands, setting fire 
to house or barn.

QUACK GRASS ROOTS ARE 


GOOD FOR MEDICINE 


The roots of "quack grass" which 


Is one of the worst weed pests with 
which the farmer has to contend, 
have a value making it worth while 
to remove and prepare them for sale. 
The wholesale price is from ten to 
twelve cents for the dried and cut 
roots. 
Botanically quack grass is known 


by a variety of names such as couch- 
grass, quickgrass, quinch, doggrass 
Scotchgrass and witchgrass. 


The plants grow rapidly, spread- 


ing in a very short time over a large 
area. As a result, the plant is very 
troublesome to farmers, and in many 
cases fields are given up after the 
grass 1ms obtained a hold, because o: 
the trouble in clearing the ground of 
the weed. 
In clearing ground, the 


metho dcommonly used . for 
small 


areas is to cover the patch with tar- 
paper, thus killing all growth, anc 
in large areas repeated plowing and 
cultivating is resorted-to. 


In preparing the roots for sale 


work is commenced shortly after the 
pllants come up in the spring. The 
tops are first mowed off as close as 
possible, and then the roots turned 
out with a shallow plow. The- roots 
are raked out of the ground, and 
washed 
thoroly. 
They 
are 
then 


dried 
In the drying process, care 


'must be taken that the roots are so 
placed that a rain or dew will no 
fal Ion them, and that they will no 
be bleached by the sun. The bes 
place, to dry them is in a barn, loft 
spread out on the floor. 


After they are dried, they are run 


through a cutter and cut into sec 
tions about one-half of .an inch long 
and in this form are packed into bag' 
for shipment. In this form they hav< 
a market mlue of from ten to twelve 
cents.

BIG MEASURES TO COME UP 


The Young Primary, Statewide Prohi- 


bition 
and 
the 
Highway 
Bill* 


1 Are Booked for Immediate 


Hearing. 


Madison—With May 15 fixed as the 


date upon which the legislature can 
adjourn if it applies itself to the work 
ahead, certain. members are deter- 
mined to do what they can to speed 
up the sessions. 


Counting a week out for the elec- 


tion adjournment, this will give the 
members six weeks to clean up the 
calendars, and unless politicians at- 
tempt to delay the work the bills can 
ne given due consideration and be 
pas&ed or killed long before that time. 


Among the big bills to have an im- 


mediate hearing is the Young primary 
bill. 
It is to come up before the as- 


lembly committee on elections, and 
oould be reported in so the' lower 
house could dispose of it by the sec- 
ond week in April. The senate com- 
mittees are- in shape to take it up 
without delay, and two weeks in the 
senate ought to dispose of it. 


The statewide prohibition bill ought 


to be either passed or killed in the 
same time. 
The highway bill will 


take some time, especially because of 
the argument which will arise as to 
the increase in automobile fees and 
the proposition of creating a special 
legislative committee to "work with 
the highway commission. 


Another big bill is the one which 


relates to the game laws. This sub- 
ject also has been considered for 
months, and several bearings have 
been held. Another hearing is sched- 
uled and the bill'should be on the 
calendar of one of the houses early 
In April. 


The Whiltet bill which amends the 


state board of .education law is impor- 
tant, but it has been considered by a 
joint committee, and has been unani- 
mously recommended by the assembly 
=ide. It should be disposed of by the 
lower house without delay and the 
senate will have three weeks in April 
to consider it. 
It is understood that 


amendments will be introduced m the 
senate, and they will send the bill 
back to the lower house, but again 
May 15 seems a date far enough ahead 
in which to dispose of the bill. 


Every 'day of the session costs 


money, and the 1917 legislature still 
has an opportunity to save something 
like $60,000 to the state if it adjourns 
by May 15.

A. C. Otto's 
amendment that the saloons are to go 
out of business in July, 1920, if Wis- 
consin swings into the prohibition col- 
umn, was 'mado a part of the meas- 
ure.Befpre this vote was taken, two suD-

amendments went down to defeat. The 
procedure of - Speaker Lawrence C. 
Wliittet seemed to aid the dry forces, 
who centered their efforts on getting 
a roll call on the main question, 
worked without a hitch. Attempts by 
the wets to have the bill and amend- 
ments sent back to a committee, to 
take a recess or to adjourn all failed. 


Consideration of Assemblyman John 


Gampsr's substitute amendment, for a 
referendum on Jan. 1, 1920, on a bone 
dry prop.ositiofi marked a decisive 
turning point in favor of supporters of 
the Evjue bill. 
Had the chair ruled 


that the amendment could be received 
the matter probably would have gone 
over under the rules, but Speaker 
Whittet preferred to let the members 
vote on whether they wished to re- 
ceive or reject the substitute.

Is the better. 
Before commencing 


to treat the potatoes, pour some wa- 
ter over them or soak them in. a tank 
of water in order to soften the black 
scurf and remove the dirt which If 
present weakens the solutions. Treat 
seed before it is cut. 


The corrosive sublimate solution 


is nuide by dissolving 4 ounces of the 
powder in about a gallon of boiling 
water, then diluting to 30 gallons. 
Treat as many potatoes at one time 
as tho solution will cover, about 5 
bushels. 
Leave the flrst lot in the 


solution 1% hours, the second lot 
1 % hours, and the third lot 2 hours. 
After three treatments the solution is 
waukeued so that it Is not very ef- 
fective. 
After treatment rinse off 


the solution with clean water and 
dry the potatoes at once. Then place 
them in clean crates and hold under 
normal light and £emperature condi- 
tions 
until 
growth starts 
before 


planting. This aids germination and 
insures a good stand. 


If formalin (formaldehyde 4 0 % ) 


is to be used, take 1 pint or pound 
and mix in 30 gallons of water. Soak 
as much seed as this will cover for 2 
hours. 
The solution may bo used 


for three or four lots of potatoes. 


Be Sure to Remember These 


Corrosive sublimate Is a deadly 


poison if taken internally, therefore 
be very careful to keep it away from 
young children and all farm stock. 
The solution is colorless, tasteless 
and odorless, and liable to be msi- 
taken for water If left exposed. Cor- 
rosive 
sublimate corrodes

rapidly and must be made up in bar- 
rels, tubs, wood or cement tanks.

in glass fruit jars, stone jugs or 
crocks.

by too strong a solution or too long 


time as it may kill tho eyes and 


Larderello, Italy, has an electric 


central station which is one of the 
most extraordinary installations, in 
the worldi*" Three big turbo-genera- 
tors supply the townspeople with 
electricity for illuminating purposes 
at night. During the day the power 
is used to 'operate'big munition fac- 
tories. 
And not 'a pound of coal is 


consumed to supply the turbines with 
steam, for the steam is piped to the 
turbines from a smoking volcano and 
the whirring dynamos change the 
waste energy of nature into electric- 
ity ready to furnish heat, light and 
power to 'the towns and villages of 
Tuscany.- 
Two of the 
generating 


units have been operated with the 
volcanic heat lor nearly a year with 
complete satisfaction, and 
electric 


energy for manufacturing and do- 
mestic purposes has practically dis- 
placed coal which is both scarce and 
expensive, • 


Prince Ginori-Couti was the one 


to whom is due the credit of hitching 
up volcanic heat to perform the work 
of tho neighborhood. 
He experi- 


mented with the powerful jets of 
steam forced, up thru the cracks In 
the ground and in 1903 tried to ap- 
ply the waste energy to a steam 
motor. 
Afterwards a strong jet was 


used to run a small electric, lighting 
set and enough electricity was gener- 
ated to light the borax workings. 
The scheme was Improved upon later 
when holes were 
bored 
into 
the 


ground and pipes driven down to tap 
the source of the steam some 300 or 
5'0-0 feet below the surface. 
With 


bore holes varying from a foot to 20 
inches in size, steam under & pres- 
sure of from two to Qve atmospheres 
an<J with a temperature of 150 to 190 
degrees Centigrade enough power 
was obtained to operate an ordinary 
steam engine of 40 horse power in 
100C, 
The mechanical operation of 


the engine was a success, and it ran 
for several years with volcanic steam 
at practicaJ'Jy no expense. 
The only 


disadvantage lay in the rapidity with. 
which the natural salts and gases, 
mixed with the steam, rusted away 
the working parts of the engine.

Were it'not for-the radiator on an 


automobile the engine would become 
so hot from the explosions that. it 
would refuse to run and would soon 
be destroyed.. 


Every boy, and most adults, know 


how water is circulated around the 
hot' explosion cylinders and then into 
the radiator which'is constructed in 
a form and of material which per- 
mits of rapid discharge of heat. It 
has generally been found necessary 
to help out the cooling process by the 
added use of a forced draft fan. 


It is not-generally understood that 


the body presents a. similar engin- 
eering problem and is provided with 
a similar cooling system. And it is 
important to understand something 
of it because this explains why a per- 
son, like the owner of an automobile, 
should take necessary care of the 
mechanism before it becomes ruined 
or loo rapidly worn thru misuse. 


Our old ideas of ventilation were 


proved to be wrong to a great extent 
because we were thinking mainly of 
what the air might contain and not 
giving enough attention to what it 
might be doing. 
Today, scientists 


are less concerned with the composi- 
tion of air than they are with the 
movement of it. 
The discharge of 


heat from the blood, thru the skin 
of the body, is now known to be quite 
as important as the discharge of the 
impurities which are given off in the 
lungs by the blood. 


This has had a part in changing

ficulty, Prince GinorJ-Conti removed 
tl\l.-j undesirable feature by piping 
tfhe superheated steam to a boiler 
and using it to heat the boiler and 
generate steam which did not contain 
the injurious, salts and gases. Using 
the volcanic .-steam instead of fuel be- 
neath an ordinary tubular boiler, he 
secured steam under a pressure of 
two atmospheres which he applied to 
a 'steam turbine 'iconnected to an 
electric generator and distributed 
the power to tbe city and outlying 
villages. 
So 
successful 
was 
the 


scheme that, an extensive plant was 
planned and three turbo-electric gen- 
erating units, each with a capacity 
of 3000 kilowats were installed. 
A 


specially constructed group of boil- 
ers withaluminum flues to prevent 
the corrosive effects of the natural 
steam was erected in connection with 
them, and in January 1916 the first 
unit was started. Since that time all 
three units have been put in opera- 
tion and have given entire satisfac- 
tion thus proving the success of the 
scheme and opening up a new field 
for the use of natural resources made 
to furnish heat, light and power. 


This method of using the internal 


heat of the earth to generate electric- 
ity may be increased to many hun- 
dreds of thousands of horse power, 
and tho current already generated 
lights the cities of Leghorn, Florence, 
and many of the smaller towns of 
Tuscany.

They are cooling the

T10N TO HAVE FIGHT FORCES 


OF COUNTRY READY. 


CONGRESS TO MEET APRIL 2 


Special Session Will Deal With Re- 


cent U-Boat Attacks Upon U. S. 


Ships—Expected to Declare 


State of War Exist*. 


Washington, D. C., March 26—Presi- 


dent Wilson has taken to place the 
nation on a war footing. By execu- 
tive order he directed that the navy 
be recruited without delay to full au- 
thorized war strength of 87,000 men. 
Taken in connection with emergency 
naval construction already ordered, 
this means that the president has ex- 
ercised the full limit of his legal pow- 
ers as commander In chief to prepare 
the navy for war. 


Tf :r the army, the president directed 


that two new military departments bo 
created in the Atlantic coast region. 
The order means that Iho task of or- 
ganizing whatever army congress may 
authorize will be devlded among six 
departmental commanders Instead of 
lour In the Interests of speed and effi- 
ciency in mobilization. 


The third step was to assume as a 


national duty the task of protecting 
American Industries from domestic., 
disorders In the event of hostilities. 
For this pu'.poso eleven full Infantry 
regiments, two separate battalions and 
one separate 
company of National 


guards were called back Into the fed- 
eral service to act as national police 
In important districts. Supplementing 
these troops a regiment of Pennsylva- 
nia guads and two companies of Georg- 
ia infantry, en route homo from the 
border, were ordered retained in the 
federal service. 


Call Guards for Police Duty. 


The war department announced the 


militia call in the following statement: 


"Many states have deemed It advis- 


able to call out tho National guard 
lor police purposes of protection. As 
to the necessity for such steps arising 
from misuses which are more than 
local, it has been deemed advisable 
by the president to call into federal 
service for the above mentioned pur- 
pose the following organizations of the 
National guard: 


"Massachusetts, Second and Ninth 


regiments; Pennsylvania, First and 
Third regiment; 
Maryland, Fourth 


xeglment; District of Columbia, First 
•eparato bataallon; Virginia, Second 
regiment; Vermont, Company B, First 
regiment; 
Connecticut, First 
regi- 


ment; New York, Second and Seventy- 
first regiments; New Jersey, First and 
Fifth regiments; Delaware, First bat- 
talion, First regiment. 


"The following organizations which 


are now in the federal service will not 
be mustered out: 
Thirteenth Pen- 


nsylvania, Companies A and B of the 
First Georgia." 
The National guard 


organization called to the colors will 
be assigned the task of guarding muni- 
tion plants, bridges and railroad com- 
munications, all strategic 
military 


points and in general, all public prop- 
erty. 


The president's orders were made 


known in terso official statements 1s- 
mied by both departments. No explan- 
ation accompanied them except the 
etateraent that reorganization of the 
military departments effective May 1, 
•was designed to tacllltato decentraliza- 
tion of command. 


Navy Needs 20,000 Men. 


Tho navy must enroll immediately 


approximately 20.QOO men to reach the 
required strength. Secretary Daniels 
supplemented it with personal tele- 
grams to newspaper editors all over 
the country urging them to aid the 
department in every way in their pow- 
er to obtain the men. 


Congress must determine the sys- 


tem under which an army is to be 
raised. 
The president's action pro- 


vides more elastic machinery, found 
necessary as a result of tho recent 
border mobilization, the enrolling and 
training of a great army, whether 
raised as volunteer, by conscription 
or through a universal service bill. 


The object of the creation of tho 


new departments of tho northeast and 
southeast was to distribute among 
three central commanders the work of 
mobilization in the states most thickly 
populated and from which tho great- 
est number of soldiers must come. Tho 
present eastern department directed 
the mobilization of approximately 80 
per cent of tho 150,000 puardsmen 
sent to the border. With 440,000 men, 
the maximum authorized strength of 
the National guard, called out in ad- 
dition to whatever volunteers might

Instructions to National guard of- 


ficers issued more than a month ago, 
to cover nay future mobilization, 
showed plainly that the war departr 
ment had learned its lesson and pro- 
posed to decentralize, its mobilization 
problems as far as possible. Depart- 
mental commanders will completely 
supervise the - assembling of state 
troops in-their districts hereafter, and 
will tokoover immediately on .the call 
for federal service th'e.task' of recruit- 
ing for the guard regiments -through 
organization of reserve battalions. •» 


Now Await Action of Congress. 


Indications are that the administra- 


tion plans to await action by,congress 
before further warlike, preparations 
are' ordered. 
President Wilson has 


authority to direct that tho regular 
army .be brought up to full war 
strength at once and also to call out 
the remainder of the National guard 
and the naval militia,, \ 


In designating state troops to be 


called out, it la apparent that the war 
department has carefully surveyed the 
neld of private enterprises which 
might be assailed in event of domestic 
disturbances. 
The number of troops 


from each state summoned to duty 
bears a direct relation to the ship 
yards, munition plants or other in- 
dustries in that state which may need 
military protection. 


The president, following conferences 


with Gov. McCall of Massachusetts 
and Secretary of War Baker, reached 
the conclusion that as tho federal gov- 
ernment Is responsible for tho situa- 
tion which creates the danger of in- 
ternal disorders, it also should assume 
tho burden of providing-adequate pro- 
tection. 


Under the policy he has resolved 


upon and put into execution no state 
and no private manufacturer will be 
called upon to bear the expenses of 
military police work. Many plants of 
various kinda have sought protection 
either from the federal or state au- 
thorities, and the war department can 
now decide what course to tako with 
each such application. 


, Special Session Called. 


Washington, D. C,, March 22.—Presi- 


dent Wilson on Wednesday met the 
constantly increasing probability of 
war with Germany by wiminouing con- 
gress to assemble in extraordinary ses- 
sion on Monday, April 2—two weeks 
earlier than the date he had chosen 
before the latest assaults upon Amer- 
.can,rights on tho seas. 


When the president addresses con- 


gross, ho is expected to show how a 
state of war actually has existed for 
some time because of the unlawful ag- 
gressions of Gorman submarines. 


Congress is expected formally to de- 


;lare a state of war existing, vote a 
.arge sum, probably $500,000,000, for 
national defense and clothe tho presi- 
dent with authority to use tho armed 
forces of the United States, as it em- 
powered President McKlnley to deal 
with tho menace of Spain in 1898. 


Not War Declaration. 


Such action would not be a declara- 


tion of war; except in a technical 
sense and whether the Uunted States 
and Germany actually go to war in 
the fullest acceptation of the term will 
depend on what tho imperial govern- 


Call of the President 


Convening Congress 


Washington, D. C., March 22.—The 


president's proclamation follows: 
! "Whereas,, public , interests require 
that 'the congress of {he UnIted;'Statos 
should .be! convened'In extra session 
at 12 o'clock noon on the second day 
of April,, 1917, to receive a.communl- 
cation by the executive on grave ques- 
tions of international policy. 


"Now, 
therefore, -I, Woodrow Wil- 


son", president of the United States of 
America,-do hereby proclaim and de- 
dare that an extraordinary occasion 
requires the congress of the United 
States to convene In extra session at 
the capitol in the city of Washington 
on the second day of April, 1917, at 
12 o'clock noon, of- whlsh all persons 
who shall at that time be entitled to 
act as members thereof are .hereby re- 
quired to take notice.

So much can develop, how- 
ever, before congress assembles, that 
the president is keep/ng his'plans in 
a tentative form. Germany, by her 
acts In the Interim, may throw all the 
plans awry and accept the onus of 
having forced the war.

All Blame on Germany.

The next ten days, until congress

U. S. Tank Steamer Healdton Sunk by 


Torpedoes In North Sea—Crew 


Numbered 38 Men.

Amsterdam, March 24.—Tho Ameri- 


can oil tank steamer Healdton was 
torpedoed on March 23, according to 
a Terschelling dispatch. 


Seven of the crew of thirty-eight 


men, after buffeting wind and wave 
many hours-in an open boat, were 
picked up/and landed at Terschelling 
in the North sea.. 


No tidings of the fate of the other 


thirty-one members of the crew have 
been received. 
It is presumed how- 


ever, that as part of the crew is known 
to have abandoned the torpedoed craft 
and landed safely, that the missing 
thirty-one, officers and crew, succeed- 
ed in boarding lifeboats before the 
ship had been sent, to the bottom. 


Information so far received does not 


give Indication as to how niany mem- 
bers of the crew were native-born or 
naturalized Americans. It is assumed, 
however, that practically all are, the 
home port'of the Healdton being New 
York.

'est, a wide awake farmer residing 
wo miles south of the above named 
own, decided that It wai no longer 
icccHsary to carry an 
oil 
lantern 


iround with him when he had a job 
o do on the farm in tho evening. He 
coked about for tho best system of 
arm lighting that could be obtained. 
Many Wisconsin farmers woie then 
)oglunlng to use power generated by 
gasoline, 
But Mr.' Forrest flguicd 


hat there was a better and cheaper 
vay. 


The windmill that u, wind power 


il'eetrlu company installed 
on 
Mr. 


Forrest's faun was the first outfit 
placed In the vicinity. 


Tho power plant consists of a dy- 


namo cut-In and storage batteries. 
Die windmill Is a stool wheel 12 feet 
n diameter and geared up so that tho 
'ortical shaft makes live i evolutions 
,o one of tho wind wheol. Tho wind 
nlll is placed high in order to ob- 
aln tho fullest possible exposure to 
ho wind In all directions. 
The dy- 


Himo Is located on tho second lloor 
oC the housing structure and is oper- 
ated wiWfi a pulley on tho upright 
bhaftlng. 


The cut-in Is an Instrument which 


s pilaciid between the dynamo and 
.ho batteries. It operates very much 
ike a chuck valve in a water pipe 
This allows the electric current to 
pass into the batteries but allows 
lone to pass from the batteries into 
tho generator. 
The battery consists 


of fourteen cells .having seven plates 
n each glass jai. 
These being sot 


up were given their Initial charge 
vith the windmill. The batteiy has 
supplied light tor the house, barn 
and barnyard without interruption 
for seven years, for even when, there 
s no wind foi days, there is enough 
current stored in the cells to lost a 
'ull week. 
In all this time tho only 


expense attached to the plant has 
joen the cost of lubilctitlng oil for 
:ho mill and a fiesh supply of acid 
which was purchased to replace the 
old fluid in the cells last fall. 


Some! two years ago Mr. Forrest 


came to tho conclusion that electric- 
ty, which was now only giving him 
Ight should also bo made to take 
some of tho back-break out of tho

ills 12-foot windmill 


and ]'l-coll battery supplied a total 
oacl of 25 volts for lighting, which 
was however, not sufficient for power 
purposes. Mr Forrest thorcfoie sup- 
jliod u second windmill with a IG-tt. 
wheol. 
This wheol running a dymi- 


:no regulated by a governor pulley, 
souerates a power of 110 volts, sup- 
plying a current up to a IHteen ain- 
phero rate. The governor pulley be- 
tween Iho dynamo and mill borvcti 
.0 maintain a constant voltage. 


The new plant charges the bat- 
teries of Mrs Forrest's runabout, 
jiving the -10 cells sufficient power 
.0 run ,in average of more than 21! 
miles without recharging. 


Tln> power developed by the larger 


windmill in addition to i mining ihe 
car, operates an electric toaster and 
Hat-iron. The batteries aro also used 
to nlu an electric fan, tho motors of 
the washing machine, rhurn, fanning 
mill, vacuum cleaner, sheep shearing 
machine and a violet ray apparatus 
maintained in tho homo for medicinal 
purposes, 
The car in this way Is 


made to serve In many capacities in 
addition to providing pleasure for 
tho family.

QUACK GHASS ROOTS ARE 


GOOD FOR M1CDICIXK 


Tho roots of "quack grass" which 


Is one of the worst weed posts with 
which the farmer has to contend, 
havo a value making it worth while 
to remove and prepare them for sale. 
The wholesale price is from ton to 
twelve cents for tho dried and cut 
roots. 


Botanically quack grass Is known 


by n variety of names such as couch- 
grass, qulckgrass, quinch, doggrass 
Scotcbgrass and wilehgrass. 


The plants grow rapidly, spread- 


Ing In. a very short time over a largo 
area. 
As a result, tho plant is very 


troublesome to farmers, and in many 
cases fields are given up after tho 
grass IMS obtained a hold, because 01 
tho trouble in clearing the ground of 
the weed, 
In clearing ground, the 


motho dcommonly used for smal" 
areas is to cover the patch with tar 
paper, thus killing all growth, and 
In largo areas repeated plowing ant 
cultivating is resorted to, 


In preparing tho roots for sale 


work Is commenced shortly after the 
pllants come up In the spring. The 
tops are llrsl mowed off as close as 
possible, and then the roots turnoc 
out with a shallow plow. The roots 
aro raked out of the ground, am 
washed 
thoroly. 
They 
are 
thoi 


dried. 
In tho drying process, care 


must bo taken that the roots are so 
placed that a rain or dew will no 
fal Ion them, and that they will uo 
bo bleached by the sun. 
The bos 


place to dry them is in a barn loft 
spread out on the floor. 


After they are dried, they are rui 


through a cutler and cut into sec 
tlons about one-half of an inch long 
and in this form are packed into bagi 
for shipment. In this form they havi 
a market value of from ten to twelvi 
cents. Up to this Ulme practically al 
of the roots which were used in this 
country came from Germany, 


As many farmers in this section 


are -bothered with the grass, the 
price paid for ttie roots and tho eas; 
manner in which they are gathered 
may prove of much value in getting 
rid of tho pest.

Use for Horccchestnuts. 


Tho soapy nature of the kernel of 


the horsechestnut hag led investigators 
to search for( a way to use It In remov- 
ing dirt'and grease from textile goods. 
According to Les Matleres Grasses, 
several methods of extracting this 
soapy substance have been patented, 
and, moreover, profitable uses have 
been found for other constituents of 
the horsechestnut The shell Is rich In 
tannin, and Is used In preparing an ex- 
tract for tanning leather. The kernel 
contains about six and six-tenths per 
cent of a pale yellow oil similar to al- 
mond oil. After the oil has,been ex- 
tracted, the residue, treated with di- 
lute alcohol, yields an' extract contain- 
ing about 15 per cent of escullc acid, 
a saponaceous substance that has ex- 
cellent lathering and cleansing proper- 
ties. The material left after the oil 
and soap have been removed can t»e 
made Into a white starch. When treat- 
ed, with cold water to remove the bit- 
ter principle. It is suitable for food,

HAT 'the common house fly Is the great- 


est; menace to human life In temperate 
regions the highest medical and'•'scien- 
tific authorities in the United States 
and Europe are now generally united In 
.'declaring. 
. 
• 


•' The. dissemination through, this in- 
sect of the epidemic, Infantile'paralysis, 


which last year killed thousands of New York's 
children is but'one of the many counts in the in- 
dictment against the filthy lly. Infantile paraly- 
sis is peculiarly shocking because It deforms chil- • 
dren so 'cruelly, but in Its destruction of life It Is 
far less serious than typhoid fever, • which we 
now know to be largely a ily-borne disease. Simi- 
larly the fly probably causos fur more mortality 
through its instrumentality In spreading tubercu- 
losis than as a carrier of Infantile paralysis., 


All over the world scientists are studying the 


fly, discovering new dangers to public health 
caused by it and suggesting new methods of ex- 
terminating It. 


Dr. L. 0. Howard, the chief entomologist of the 


• United States government, now suggests that the 
name "typhoid fly" should be given to the common 
house lly, because the latter name fails to suggest 
the deadly character. 


Mr. Howard tells how the deadly character of 


the fly was proved by feeding flies with pure cul- 
tures of the typhoid bacillus. Material from the 
bodies of the Insects and fly-specks made by them 
were then examined and found to contain the 
bacilli. This material was Injected Into -animals 
and proved to be virulent. 


Files Carry Typhoid. 


There were 250,000 cases of typhoid In the Unit- 


ed States last year, and over 35,000 proved fatal. 
During the Spanish-American war flies which had 
swarmed .over, infected, matter In the lime-strewn 
pits walked over the soldiers' food, leaving, truces 
of lime. Many cases of typhoid occurred, killing 
far more than bullets. Officers whose tents were 
screened from files showed fewer cases. Typhoid 
disappeared in winter, when flies were no longer 
about. Infected water was not an Important fac- 
tor In these camps, but a majority of cases must 
have been due to the files. More than SO per cent 
of the total deaths in the war were caused by 
typhoid. 


The danger of Infection Is greatly increased by 


the fact that typhoid germs may remain active in 
a person's intestines long after he has recovered 
from fever. Dr. George A. Soper recently discov- 
ered a case of a cook employed by several fami- 
lies In the vicinity of Now York. She had recov- 
ered completely from typhoid fever, but she gave 
the disease to members of every family where she 
was employed. Four other cases of this kind are 
mentioned by Doctor Howard, 


Spread Enteric Fever. 


During the Boer war 100,000 British soldiers 


were laid up at one time by enteric fever, now 
shown to,have been spread by files. Profiting by 
such lessons, the United States authorities on the 
Panama canal work protected refuse against flies, 
and this, together with the careful screening of 
houses, adopted primarily as a defense against 
malaria, reduced typhoid to a negligible quantity. 


A long series of observations Is being conducted, 


showing that flies play, an important part in 
spreading Asiatic cholera. 
The'British warship 


Superb, lu the Mediterranean, suffered from an 
epidemic of cholera, which continued while at sea, . 
but on the disappearance of flies It ceased. Pro- 
fessors Tlzzoni and Cattoni of Italy, In 1S80, found 
active cholera germs In the deposits of files caught 
In the cholera wards at Bologna, Italy. 


Cost Millions a Year. 


Doctor Howard says the decrease In the vital 


assets of our country through typhoid fever in a 
single year is more than $350,000,000. 


The typhoid fly is also a disseminator of tuber- 


culosis. Dr. Frederick T. Lord, tho Boston scien- 
tist, says: 
• 
"Flies may ingest tubercular sputum ana ex- 


crete tubercle bacilli, the virulence of which may 
last for at least fifteen days." 


Matter from tuberculous patients must, there- 


fore, not be allowed to come In contact with files, 
and the patients should be screened for their own 
oood and that of the rest of the community. 


Drs W M. Esten and C. J. Mason of Storrs ex- 


periment station, Connecticut, who counted 550 to 
0000000 bacteria on flies, observed that these In- 
sects carried contamination from the pigpens to 
the milk in dairies. 


Life History of Fly. 


"The only remedy for this serious condition, of 


things" they say, "is to remove the plgpfin ns far 
as possible from the 'dairy and'dwelling house. 
Extreme care should be taken In keeping flies 
out of the cow stable, milk rooms and dwellings. 


Doctor Howard has traced the life history of 


the fly finding that 120 eggs are laid by a sinMe 
female, and that In Washington in midsummer n 
generation Is produced every ten days. 
In ex- 


perimenting he found that his flies would breed 
6nly In horse waste, but, the evidence indicates 
that they breed In various kinds.of filth. His con- 
clusion, however, Is that the vast majority must 
come from horse stables.. 
~ ,„ ,, 


As tested out" and recommended by the United 


States department of agriculture, sprinkling and 
soaking such a pest heap with a solution of one- . 
half pound of'powdered hellebore in ten gallons of 
water (stirring well and allowing it to-stand for 
24 hours), will destroy all the maggots, eggs and 
larvae which are then present. Almost equally 
Kood. results,- although not quite so certain, can be 
secured by sprinkling'.freely with powdered borax 
and .then pouring .water over, so as to carry it 
down all through the mass. The amount .of belle- 
bore solution 'required is about a gallon to the 
bushel of-manure.

A recent calculation of the fly's rate of increase, 


based on Professor Howard's experiments, has 
been made and shows that one fly can.have be- 
tween June 1 and September 28, 4,353,054,072,000,- 
000,000,000 descendants. 


Prof. S. A.'Forbes, state entomologist of .Illi- 


nois, found that house flies breed freely in decay- 
ing animal carcasses, a point of significance In 
connection with war conditions. 


It is most important to have an efllcient flytrap. 


-One 
known ns "the Minnesota flytrap" appears to 


be the best constructed. It Is planned on the 
principle of having a box with a hole beneath it, a 
piece of bait under the hole and sufficient space 
for the fly to walk under the box. The box is 
entered through a funnel that is a' decapitated 
cone. The fly, having gorged himself on the bait, 
will, according to his Invariable habit, fly upward 
through the funnel and become Imprisoned In the 
box. He will not fly out. 


Health Officers Responsible. 


The courts have passed upon the. question of 


damages for a sufferer from typhoid who could 
trace his illness to flies .feeding upon the filth of 
sewage. A few years ago a man living in German- 
town, Philadelphia, recovered heavy damages from 
the city for his Illness, which he proved was 
caused by a stream flowing through his yard which 
had been polluted by sewage from a house ten- 
anted by a typhoid patient. The defense relied 
upon proof that the plaintiff had neither drunk nor 
bathed In the stream, but an entomologist con- 
vinced the jury that he had contracted the dis- 
ease through the medium of flies, which had car- 
ried the infection from the stream to the food 
exposed to their visits In his house. 


Scourge of European War. 


A horrifying form of the fly peril has been en- 


countered during the present European war. This 
Is the presence of myriads of flies that have bred 
on the bodies of the dead soldiers and carry 
septlcemia. (blood poisoning), and other diseases. 
Profiting by the experience of the Spanish-Amer- 
ican and BoerVars, the military authorities pro- 
tected the pits In permanent trenches and camps 
against flies, but thousands of dead bodies are 
lying in the shell-swept area between opposing 
trenches, where It is absolutely Impossible to carry 
out sanitary measures. 


j IS DEATH PAINFUL? j 
!• ,•••••••••••••••••••••••••*•••••;: 


The physical pain of death depends, I suppose, 


on the particular cause of death, says a writer In 
London Tit Bits. Naturally, death from starvation 
'or cancer must be very much more painful than 
death from old age/ Dying Is probably more pain- 
ful than death Itself. At some most painful death 
beds there'seems to come a period of calm when 
the end draws near. I think It Is a great pity that 
for the sake of relations a death agony is some- 
times prolonged by the use of powerful drugs. 
I 


-remember a doctor saying to me at the.death bed 
of'a young officer: "If.there were relations here we 
should keep him alive for a few hours." 
Why 


should a dying man be kept alive for these senti- 
mental reasons? 


I supposes great deal of the painfulness of death 


Is due to our struggling against it. Just as when 
we resist an anesthetic, it causes us great discom- 
fort, while If we meekly submit to it the sensation 
Is delightful, so with, death. 


The reason we resist Is that we cling to life. This 


does not necessarily mean th'at we are afraid to 
die or that we have doubts about immortality, and 
want to have as much of this world as possible for 
; 


fear there Is no other. The greatest struggle-for 
life" I ever witnessed was on the part of a young 
spiritualist, who most certainly believed In the 
next world. • He simply refused to die, and did 
literally live some days longer because of his de- 
termination. It was rather splendid, this Insistence 
on life, though It probably cost him a.lot of pain. 


Oh the other hand, I remember a young soldier 


in France who died from' sheer lack of wanting to 
live. The doctor told me that ho need not have 
died If he had only resolved to live. 


The London Lancet announces that the spread 


of typhus, an eruptive fever quite different from 
typhoid, has been traced to flies. Typhus has al- 
ways occurred in dirty and starving communities. 
It has been very prevalent in Russia, and Is said 
to have been largely responsible for stopping the 
first Russian Invasion of Austria, because it killed 
and prostrated so many men. 


The spreading of Infantile paralysis virus on the 


feet and In the gullet of the house fly, as observed 
by DoctorvFlexnor of the Rockefeller Institute, has 
already been thoroughly explained. Experiments 
have also been made indicating that the poison 
of this disease is conveyed by the bite of the sta- 
ble fly very much as malarlu Is conveyed by the 
bite of the mosquito. 


These experiments are thus described by Dr. C. 


E. Winslow, an expert on insect pests, of the 
American Museum of Natural History: 


Tests With Monkeys. 


"Prof. M.-'.T. Rosenau of the Harvard Medical 


school, succeeded In producing infantile paralysis 
In six out of twelve monkeys bitten by stable 
flies which had been allowed .to feed on other 
monkeys suffering from the disease. 


"Professor Hosenau's work has since been con- 


firmed by Doctors Anderson and Frost of the Unit- 
ed States public health sen-Ice. There Is, of course, 
no certainty thnt the disease is always transmitted 
by the stable fly. The work of Doctor Flexner 
and of the Swedish observers and the occurrence 
of a certain proportion of cases In cold weather 
strongly suggest that sometimes infantile paralysis 
may be spread by direct contact between human 
beings or in other ways than by fly bites. On the 
other hand, It seems certain the biting stable fly 
is one means by which the disease is conveyed; 
and the seasonal and geographical prevalence of 
the epidemics make it seem probable that this Is 
the usual and most,Important means. 


"The habits of the stable fly differ widely from 


those of the house fly. The stable fly Is a biting 
fiv feeding on the blood of the higher vertebrates. 
It Is found in the vicinity of dwellings, particularly 
where horses and cattle are kept, but It Is apt to 
remain outdoors in warm, sunny places, and does 
not come Into the house much except at night and 
before rain." 


Another case I remember of a young Tommy who 


had a long, weary illness from nn awful wound. 
He, too, no doubt, was bound to die, but he, too, lost 
heart. It was arranged that he should go to Eng- 
land. but he had ceased to care to do so, and re- 
fused. The end came rapidly after that. 


I think these Instances show that much depends 


on .will power. My own father was a man of ex« 
traordinary vitality. A month before his death his 
doctor said to me: "By all the laws he ought to be 
dead now." It was difficult to believe a few hours 
before his death, at the age of ninety, that he was 
a dying man. His again was a case of the most 
nbsolute,belicf In the other world, coupled with an 
intense desire io live and not die a moment too 
soon. 


Probably the greatest pain In death Is mental 


pain. I can conceive a wasted life, a stupid life, 
and, 
still more, a wicked life, making it very pain- 


ful for a man to die.

GREAT DEMAND 


FOR CANADIAN LAND 


Americans Are Buyers and Be- 


coming Settlers—Anxious,to 


Get. Cheap and Produc- 


tive Land. 


Reports are to hand that there witt 


be a large influx of settlers from the 
United States Into the Canadian West 
during the coming Spring. For a tini« 
there has been a falling off, on account 
of the fear of conscription, which of 
course was not possible, and which the 
Canadian Government gave every as- 
eurance would not be put into opera- 
'tlon. In any case it would not affect 
the American settler, and. more thaa 
that the man who was working' on the 
farm, helping to produce the grata, 
that goes to feed those who are at war, 
would not be affected. 


The excellent yields of the Western 


Canada crops, and the high prices se- 
cured is having Its influence on those 
looking for homes. The authenticated 
reports that have been sent out from 
time to time that this farmer.and that 
farmer had paid for their entire farm 
holdings out of one crop has reached 
the ears of the man looking for a farm. 
When he hears that G. H. Beatty of 
Nanton, Alberta, had 679 bushels of 
wheat from 12 acres or an average of 
58% bushels to the acre, he becomes 
Interested. When he learns that Sid- 
ney E. Phillips of Beddeford, Alberta, 
threshed ten hundred and fifty-three 
bushels of wheat, the average being 
52% bushels per acre, his interest Is 
further aroused. Thos. Long of Leth- 
brldge hud 120 bushels of oats to the 
acre from a field of 25 acres," W. 
Qulnn of Milk River had 6,004 bushels 
of wheat from 100 acres, an average 
of 60 bushels per acre, and Robert 
Tackaberry of Nobleford makes affida- 
vit that he had an average of seventy- 
six bushels of wheat per acre from a 
field of 10.G3 acres. Thos. Boulton of the 
same place makes affidavit that from 
fifty acres be had a yield of fifty-three 
bushels of wheat per acre. Newell J. 
Noble's affidavit of getting 54 bushels 
per acre from 1,000 acres stands out 
most strongly as evidence of what the 
wheat grower can do.. This affidavit Is 
strengthened by a paragraph stating 
that he had 122 bushels and 30 Ibs. per 
acre from 394.69 acres.

Now these duties of the county

During the land clearing demon- 
strations by the college of £fmul- 
ture in 1916, the officers of the Wis- 
consin Advancement association were 
upon the grounds consulting with the 
farmers as to their wishes and needs. 
It was a certainty that something 
should be done and it was apparent 
that the Wisconsin Advancement as- 
sociation was the one agency that 
was equipped to do it promptly and 
efficiently. It is being done. 
Some said that 
50,000

Scores of communities will be saved 
$1 500 to $2,000 or more this spring 
on their land clearing equipment.

WHAT CALUBER OF GTJW MEANS 


Confusion as to the meaning of the 
term caliber arises chiefly from it 
use as an adjective to indicate lengO 
as when we say "a 50-caliber six-inch 
gun " The word caliber, as applied to 
artillery, signifies the diameter of the 
bore of gun measured diametricallj 
from face to face of the bore, o 
course somewhat larger. 
A gun then, of six-inch caliber is a 
gun whose bore is just six inches. Fo 
convenience and because the powe 
of a gun when once its bore has been 
decided upon depends so greatly upon 
its length artillerists are in the habi 
of denning the length of the gun in 
terms of the caliber. 
Thus the 12-inch United States na 
val gun, which is forty feet in length 
is spoken of as a 40-caliber 12-inch 
the length being just forty times the 
bore. The 6-inch rapid-fire gun is a 
trifle under 25 feet in length and i 
therefore known as a 50-caliber gun 
In the case of small arms the cali 
her is expressed in hundredths of an 
inch, as when we say a 22-caliber re- 
volver, we mean one with a bore tha 
has a diameter of .22 of an inch.

FREE ELECTRIC POWER 


'wo Windmills on the Forrest Farm 
Xear Poynette Generates 
Free Electricity 


An automobile run by the wind. 
Well, not precisely, but'it is a fact 
hat the breezes of Columbia county 
urnish the "juice" that propels the 
unabout Mrs. J. F. Forest guides 
about the roads surrounding the vil- 
age of Poynette. A windmill charges 
he batteries. 
About seven years ago J. F. i or- 
rest, a wide awake farmer residing 
wo miles south of the above named 
own, decided that it was no longer 
necessary to carry an 
oil lantern 
iround with him when he had a job 
o do on the farm, in the evening. He 
ooked about for the best system of 
arm lighting that could be obtained, 
klany Wisconsin farmers were then 
leginning to use power generated by 
'asoline. 
But Mr. Forrest figured 
.hat there was a better and cheaper 
wayThe windmill that a wind power 
jlectric company installed 
on 
Mr. 
Forrest's farm was the first outiit 
placed in the vicinity. 
The power plant consists of a dy- 
namo cut-in and storage batteries. 
The windmill is a steel wheel 12 feet 
n diameter and geared up so that the 
vertical shaft makes five revolutions 
to one of the wind wheel. The wind 
mill is placed high in order to oo- 
tain the fullest possible exposure to 
;he wind in all directions. The dy- 
namo is located on the second floor 
of the housing structure and is oper- 
ated witfi a pulley on the upright 
shafting. 
. 
The cut-in is an instrument which 
s placed between the dynamo and 
the oatteries. It operates very much 
ike a check valve in a water pipe 
This allows the electric current to 
pass into the batteries but allows 
none to pass from the batteries into 
the generator. The battery consists 
of fourteen cells .having seven plates 
n each glass jar. 
These being set 
up were given their initial charge 
with the windmill. The battery has 
supplied light for the house, barn 
and barnyard without interruption 
for seven years, for even when there 
s no wind for days, there is enough 
current stored in the cells to last a 
tuU week. 
In all this time the only 
expense attached to the plant has 
been the cost of lubricating oil for 
the mill and a fresh supply of acid 
which was purchased to replace the 
old fluid in the cells last fall. 
Some two years ago Mr. Forrest 
came to the conclusion that electric- 
ty which was now only giving him 
ight should also be made to take 
some of the back-break out of the 
farm work. 
His 12-foot windmill 
aad 14-cell batter}- supplied a total 
oad of 25 volts for lighting, which 
was however, not sufficient for power 
purposes. Mr. Forrest therefore sup- 
plied a second windmill with a 16-ft. 
A-heel 
This wheel running a dyna- 
mo regulated by a governor pulley, 
generates a power of 110 volts, sup- 
plying a current up to a. fifteen am- 
pbere rate. The governor pulley be- 
ween the dynamo and mill serves 
to maintain a constant voltage. 
The new plant charges the bat- 
teries of Mrs. Forrest's runabout, 
giving the 40 cells sufficient power 
to run an average of more than 2'J 
miles without recharging. 
The power developed by the larger 


windmill in addition to running the 
car operates an electric toaster and 
Oat-iron. The batteries are also used 
to run an electric fan, the motors of 
the washing machine, churn, fanning 
mill, vacuum cleaner, sheep shearing 
machine and a violet ray apparatus 
maintained in the home for medicinal 
purposes. 
The car in this way is 


ruade to serve in many capacities in 
addition to providing pleasure for 
the family. 
Mr. Forrest for some time has been 
working on improvements 
to 
his 
power system. It is his aim to de- 
velop a 'device for power generation 
that will maintain a constant volt- 
age under variable speed of the mill. 


The Forrest farm 
has 
become 


known as the "Electric Farm." 
What the conveniences supplied by 
these two windmills have meant to 
the Forrest family only they them- 
selves can realize. Mr. Forrest is en- 
thusiastic over the possibilities of 
power on the farm and has become a 
ieen student of electricity. Not only 
has Mrs. Forrest been relieved of 
much household drudgery by the de- 
vices electricity have made possible 
but it has removed a by no means in- 
consequent source of worry. 
For 
:here are two youngsters in the fam- 
;iy, nearly grown now, to be sure, 
aiid in the past several years elec- 
tric lights have eliminated the pos- 
sibility of a lamp or lantern, over- 
,urn.Jd by young hands, setting fire 
to house or barn. 
Moreover, the 
electric power available on the farm 
das given Mr. Forrest's son, now a 
boy of 15, an outlet for his youthful 
genius and creative impulse. He is 
the possessor of a wireless 
outfit 


which he is rapidly learning to oper- 
ate with some expertness. He re- 
ceives messages from Madison and 
each day picks up the time sent out 
from government stations. 
The Forrest family would not part 
with its two electric power wind- 
mills for their weight in gold.—Wis- 
consin State Journal.

A SAD REMINDER 


The roots of "quack grass" which 
is one of the worst weed pests with 
which the farmer has to contend 
have a value making it worth while 
to remove and prepare them for sale 
The wholesale price is from ten to 
twelve cents for the dried and cut 
roots. 
Botanically quack grass is known 


by a variety of names such as couch- 
grass, quickgrass, quinch, doggrass 
Scotchgrass and witchgrass. 
The plants grow rapidly, spread 
ing in a very short time over a large 
area. 
As a result, the plant is very 
troublesome to farmers, and in many 
cases fields are given up after the 
grass has obtained a hold, because o' 
the trouble in clearing the ground o 
the weed. 
In clearing ground, the 
metho dcommonly used for smal 
areas is to cover the patch with tar 
paper, thus killing all growth, anc 
in large areas repeated plowing and 
cultivating is resorted to. 
In preparing the roots for sale 
work is commenced shortly after th< 
pl'ants come up in. the spring. The 
tops are first mowed off as close as 
possible, and then the roots turned 
out with a shallow plow. The roots 
are raked out of the ground, and 
washed 
thoroly. 
They 
are 
then 
dried 
In the drying process, care 
must be taken that the roots are so 
placed that a rain or dew will no 
fal Ion them, and that they will no 
be bleached by the sun. 
The bes 
place to dry them is in a barn loft 
spread out on the floor. 
After they are dried, they are run 
through a cutter and cut into sec 
tions about one-half of an inch long 
and in this form are packed into bag 
for shipment. In this form they hav. 
a market value of from ten to twelv, 
tents. UP to this time practically al 
of the roots which were used in thib 
country came from Germany. 
Is many farmers in this section 
are -.bothered with the grass, the 
nriee paid for the roots and the easy 
m."nnePr in which they are gathered 
may prove of much value in getting 
rid of the pest.

central station which is one ot the 
most extraordinary installations in 
tho world.- Thieo big turbo-genera- 
tors supply the townspeople with 
electricity for illuminating purposes, 
at night. During tho day tho powoi 
Is usod to operate big munition fac- 
toi ies. 
And not a pound oi' coal IB 


consumed to supply tho turbines with 
sto<im, for the steam Is pipud to the 
turbines from a smoking volcano and 
tho whirring dynamos change tho 
waste onorgy of nature into electric- 
ity icady to furnish heat, light and 
power to tho towns and villages of 
Tuscany. 
Two of the 
generating 


units have boon operated with the 
volcanic heat for nearly a year with 
complete satisfaction, and 
electric 


onorgy for manufacturing and do- 
mestic purposes has practically dis- 
placed coal which Is both •scarce and 
expensive. 


Prince Glnorl-Contl was the ono 


to whom is due the credit of hitching 
up volcanic heat to perform the work 
of tho neighborhood. 
He experi- 


mented with thu powerful jets oL 
steam forced up thru the cracks in 
the ground and in 1903 tried to ap- 
ply tho

motor.

bore holes varying from n loot to 20 
inches In sine, ttlcum under a pres- 
sure of from two to live atrnosphereb 
and with a temperature of 150 to J O O 
degrees Centigrade enough 
power 


was obtained to operate an ordinary 
steam engine of 40 horse power in 
Ii)0(i. 
The modmnical operation of 


the engine was a success, uiid it ran 
for several years with volcanic Hteani 
at piactlcally no expense.

disadvantage lay In the rapidity with 
which the natural salts and gases, 
mixed with the steam, ruslod away 
the walking parts ot the engine.

ficulty, Prince Olnorl-Uontl removed 
t](5(< undesirable feature by piping 
Hue superheated steam to a boiler 
and using it to hent the boiler and 
generate steam which did not contain 
the injurlou? salts ami gases 
Using 


tho volcanic steam instead of fuel be- 
neath an ordinary tubular boiler, ho 
secured steam undor a pressure of 
two atmospheres which he applied to 
a 'steam turbine -connected to an 
electric generator 
and 
distributed 


the power lo thr> city and outlying 
villages. 
h-o 
successful 
was 
the 


scheme that an extensive plant w.is 
planned and three turbo-electric gen- 
erating units, each with a capacity 
of 3000 kilowats were installed, 
A 


specially constructed group of boil- 
ers wittmluminum (lues to prevent 
the corrosive effects of the natural 
steam was erected in connection with 
them, and in January 1!)1G the first 
unit was started. Since that time all 
three units have been put In opera- 
tion and luvo given entirr- satisfac- 
tion thus proving the success of the 
sehomo and opening up a now field 
for the use of natural resources made 
to furnish heat, light and powor.

The 
radiator In this instance is tho skin, 
to whh'h thousands of vessels arc 
conducting the blood, in tho skin, 
the currents are thinned out so as to 
expose the greatest possible amount 
of blood to the cooling process. This 
Is so like the automobile radiator a.> 
to bo veiy striking. 


A human being, like an automobile 


may be ruined by too much exposure. 
Gentle air currents, however, won't 
do it.

Common scab and black 
scurf 


(rhizoctonia) injure the appearanc 
and reduce the market value of Wis 
consin potatoes. 
This is especial! 
true where they are to be used fo 
seed. 
Black leg also causes considerabl 


loss in some fields. Farmers fre 
quently 
do not 
recognize 
thes 
trouble? and fail to understand th 
discrimination against their seed. 
Scab is the name given to th 
rough corky spots on the surface o 
the tubers. It is caused by a fungu 
that lives in the spots and once it i 
introduced may live for several year 
in the soil. 
Black scurf is sometimes spoke 


of as the "dirt that won't wash off. 
It is also caused by a fungus. 
Black leg causes a rot at the bas 


of the stem and sometimes on 
tubers. It is caused by bacteria. 
Seed 
disinfection 
prevents 


from hinrv 'vtr and is the best reined 
for scab and black scurf. Disinfecte 
seed should be planted on clean soi 
Rotation of crops is also of benefit. 


Directions for Disinfection 


Either corrosive sublimate or for 


malin may be used to disinfect th 
seed. 
Both may be obtained from 
any drug store. Corrosive sublimat 
is the better. 
Before commenein^ 
to treat the potatoes, pour some wa 
ter over them or soak them in a tan 
of water in order to soften the blac 
scurf and remove the dirt which i 
present weakens the solutions. Trea 
seed before it is cut. 
The corrosive sublimate solution 


is made by dissolving 4 ounces of thr 
powder in about a gallon of boilint 
water, then diluting to 30 gallons 
Treat as many potatoes at one tim 
as the solution will cover, about : 
bushels. 
Leave the first lot in thi 


solution iy. hours, the second lo 
1 % hours, and the third lot 2 hours 
After three treatments the solution i 
weakened so that it is not very ef 
fective. 
After treatment rinse of 
the solution with clean water an<" 
dry the potatoes at once. Then placi 
them in clean crates and hold unde: 
normal light and temperature condJ 
tions 
until 
growth starts 
befori 
planting. This aids germination and 
insures a good stand. 
If formalin (formaldehyde 4 0 % . 


is to be used, take 1 pint or pound 
and mix in 30 gallons of water. Soak 
as much seed as this will cover for i 
hours. 
The solution may be used 


for three or four lots of potatoes. 


Be Sure to Remember These 


Corrosive sublimate is a deadly 


poison if taken internally, therefon 
be very careful to keep it away fron 
young children and all farm stock 
The solution is colorless, tasteless 
and odorless, and liable to be msi- 
taken for water if left exposed. 
Cor- 
rosive 
sublimate 
corrodes 
metals 


rapidly and must be made up in bar- 
rels, tubs, wood or cement tanks 
The hot water 
for 
dissolving ths 


powder can be conveniently placec 
in glass fruit jars, stone jugs or 
crocks. 
Avoid over-treatment either 


by too strong a solution or too Ions 
a time as it may kill the eyes anc 
prevent germination. Potatoes should 
not be used for food after this treat- 
ment. After formalin treatment they 
may be safely fed to stock if thoroly 
washed. 
Potatoes to be used for seed may 


be treated any time after they are 
dug, but at least 2 or 3 weeks before 
planting. 
After 
treatment 
they 


should be kept in clean crates in 
order to prevent the disease getting 
onto them a second time.

Volcani^ Steam Generates Electricity 


for Light and Pawer in Tuscany 
Larderello, Italy, has an electric 


central station which is one of th 
most extraordinary installations in 
the world.•— Three big turbo-genera 
tors supply the townspeople 
with 
electricity for illuminating purpose 
at night. 
During the day the power 


is used, to operate big munition fac- 
tories. 
And not a pound of coal is 
consumed to supply the turbines with 
steam, for the steam is piped to the 
turbines from a smoking volcano and 
the whirring dynamos change the 
waste energy of nature into electric 
ity ready to furnish heat, light and 
power to the towns and villages of 
Tuscany. 
Two of the 
generating 
units have been operated with the 
volcanic heat for nearly a year with, 
complete satisfaction, and 
electric 
energy for manufacturing and do- 
mestic purposes has practically dis- 
placed coal which is both scarce and 
expensive. 


Prince Ginori-Conti was the one 


to whom is due the credit of hitching 
up volcanic heat to perform the work 
of the neighborhood. 
He experi- 


mented with the powerful jets o£ 
steam forced up thru the cracks in 
the ground and in 1903 tried to ap- 
ply the waste energy to a steam 
motor. 
Afterwards a strong jet was 
used to run a small electric lighting 
set and enough electricity was genei- 
ated to light the borax workings. 
The scheme was improved upon later 
when holes were 
bored 
into 
the 


ground and pipes driven down to tap 
the source of the steam some 300 or 
500 feet below the surface. 
With 


bore holes varying from a foot to 20 
inches in size, steam under a pres- 
sure of from two to five atmospheres 
and with a temperature of 150 to 190 
degrees Centigrade enough 
power 
was obtained to operate an ordinary 
steam engine of 40 horse power in 
190C. 
The mechanical operation of 
the engine was a success, and it ran 
for several years with volcanic steam 
at practically no expense. 
The only 
disadvantage lay in the rapidity with 
which the natural salts and gases, 
mixed with the steam, rusted away 
the working parts of the engine. 
Not to be discouraged by this dif- 


ficulty, Prince Ginori-Conti removed 
tl\li1 undesirable feature by piping 
tfhe superheated steam to a boiler 
and using it to heat the boiler and 
generate stea.m which did not contain 
the injurious, salts and gases.

So 
successful

scheme that, an extensive plant was 
planned and three turbo-electric gen- 
erating units, each with a capacity 
of 3000 kilowats were installed. 
A 


specially constructed group of boil- 
ers withaluminum flues to prevent 
the corrosive effects of the natural 
steam was erected in connection with 
them, and in January 1916 the first 
unit was started. Since that time all 
three units have been put in opera- 
tion and have given entire satisfac- 
tion thus proving the success of the 
scheme and opening up a new field 
£or the use of natural resources made 
to furnish heat, light and power. 
This method of using the internal 


tieat of the earth to generate electric- 
ity may be increased to many hun- 
dreds of thousands of horse power, 
and the current already 
generated 


lights the cities of Leghorn, Florence, 
and many of the smaller towns of 
Tuscany. 


Were it not for the radiator on an 
automobile the engine would becomi 
so hot from, the explosions that i 
would refuse to run and would soon 
be destroyed. 
Every boy, and most adults, kno- 
now water is circulated around th 
hot explosion cylinders and then into 
the radiator which is constructed in 
a form and of material which per- 
mits of rapid discharge ot heat. 1 
has generally been found necessary 
to help out the cooling process by the 
added use of a forced draft fan. 
It is not generally understood tha 
the body presents a similar engin 
eering problem and is provided with 
a similar cooling system. 
And it is 


important to understand something 
of it because this explains why a per 
son, like the owner of an automobile 
should take necessary care of the 
mechanism before it becomes ruined 
or too rapidly worn thru misuse. 


Our old ideas of ventilation were 
proved to be wrong to a great extent 
because we were thinking mainly ot 
what the air might contain and not 
giving enough attention to what it 
might be doing. 
Today, scientists 


are le&s concerned with the composi- 
tion of air than they are with the 
movement of it. 
The discharge of 


heat from the blood, thru the skin 
of the body, is now known to be quite 
as important as the discharge of the 
impurities which are given off in the 
lungs by the blood. 
This has had a part in changing 
our ideas concerning drafts. 
Cur- 


rents of air do much more than bring 
in &. supply of new air to replace the 
worn out air. They are cooling the 
radiators of the human machine. The 
radiator in this instance is the skin, 
to which thousands of vessels are 
conducting the blood. In the skin, 
the currents are thinned out so as to 
expose the greatest possible amount 
of blood to the cooling process. This 
is so like the automobile radiator a.5 
to be very striking. 


A human being, like an automobile 


may be ruined by too much exposure. 
Gentle air currents, however, won't 
do it. 
They preserve aud prolong 


life.

TION TO HAVE FIGHT FORCES 


OF COUNTRY READY. 


CONGRESS TO MEET APRIL 


Special Session Will Deal With Re- 


cent U-Boat Attacks Upon U. S. 


Ships—Expected to Declare 


State of War Exists. 


Washington, D. C., March 28.—Presi- 


dent Wilson has taken to place tho 
nation on a war footing. By execu- 
tive order lie directed that the navy 
be recruited without delay to full au 
thorized war strength of 87,000 men. 
Taken in connection with emergency 
naval construction already ordered, 
this means that tho president has 
ercised the full Hinlt of his legal pow- 
ers as commander In chiet to prepare 
tiie navy for war. 


V i tho army, the president directed 


that two new military departments bo 
created in tho Atlantic coast region, 
The order means that tho task of or- 
ganizing whatever army congress may 
auihorize will ho devided among six 
departmental commanders instead of 
Jour in the interests oC speed and effi- 
ciency in mobilization. 


The third step was to assume as a 


national duty tho task of protecting 
American industries from 
domestic 


disorders in the event of hostilities. 
For this pu'poso eleven full infantry 
regiments, two separate battalions and 
one separate 
company of National 


guards were called back into the fed- 
eral service to act as national police 
In important districts. Supplementing 
these troops a regiment of Pennsylva- 
nia guads and two companies ot Georg- 
ia infantry, en route homo from the 
border, were ordered retained in tho 
federal service. 


Call Guards for Police Duty. 


The war department announced the 


Militia call in the following statement: 


"Many states have deemed it advis- 


able to call out tho National guard 
for police purposes of protection. As 
to the necessity for such steps arising 
from misuses which are more than 
local, it has been deemed advisable 
by the president to call into federal 
service for tho above mentioned pur- 
pose the following organizations ot tho 
National guard: 


"Massachusetts, Second and Ninth 


regiments; Pennsylvania, First and 
Third regiment; 
Maryland, Fourth 


Xegi.-nent; District of Columbia, First 
•eparate bataalion; Virginia, Second 
regiment; Vermont, Company B, First 
regiment; 
Connecticut, First 
regi- 


ment; New York, Second mid Soventy- 
firbt regiments; Now Jersey, First and 
Fifth regiments; Delaware, First bat- 
talion, First regiment. 


"The following organizations which 


are now In the federal service will not 
be mustered out:

First Georgia." Tho National guard 
organization called to the colors will 
be assigned the task o£ guarding muni- 
tion plants, bridges and railroad com- 
munications, 
all strategic 
military 


points and In general, all public prop- 
erty. 


The president's orders were made 


known in terso official statements Is- 
0ued by both departments. No explan- 
ation accompanied them except the 
statement that reorganization of the 
military departments effective May 1, 
iras designed to facilitate decentraliza- 
tion ot command. 


Navy Needs 20,000 Men. 


The navy must enroll immediately 


approximately 20.QOO men to reach tho 
required strength. Secretary Daniels, 
supplemented it with personal tele- 
grams to newspaper editors all over 
the country urging them to aid the 
department in every way in their pow- 
er to obtain tho men. 


Congress must determine the sys- 


tem under which an army is to be 
raised. 
The president's action pro- 


vides more elastic machinery, found 
necessary as a result of tho recent 
border mobilization, the enrolling and 
training of a great army, whether 
raised as volunteer, by conscription 
or through a universal service bill. 


The object of the creation of tho 


new departments of tho northeast and 
southeast was to distribute among 
three central commanders tho work of 
mobilization in the states most thickly 
populated and from which tho great- 
est number of soldiers must come. Tho 
present eastern department directed 
the mobilization of approximately 80 
per cent of tho 150,000 puardsmen 
sent to the border. With 440,000 men, 
the maximum authorized strength of 
the National guard, called out in ad- 
dition to whatever volunteers might

Convening Congress 


Washington, D. C., March 22.—The 


president's proclamation follows: 


"Whereas, public Interests require 


that the congress of the United States 
should be convened In extra session 
at 12 o'clock noon on the second day 
of April, 1917, to receive a communi- 
cation by the executive on grave ques- 
tions of International policy. 


"Now, therefore, I, Woodrow Wll- 


sori, president of the United States of 
America, do hereby proclaim and de- 
clare that an extraordinary occasion 
requires the congress of the United 
States to convene In extra session at 
the capltol In the city of Washington 
on the second day of April, 1917, at 
12 o'clock noon, of which all persons 
who shall at that time be entitled to 
act as members thereof are hereby re- 
quired to take notice. 


"Given under my hand and the teal 


of the United States of America the 
twenty-first day of March, In the year 
of our Lord, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and seventeen, and of the Inde- 
pendence of the United States the one 
hundred and forty-first." • 


In which tho United States, the presi- 
dent has publicly declared, shall want 
nothing for itself and shall seek only 
to preserve Uiu lights of civilization 
and humanity. 


In such u situation the United States 


might even become an actual partici- 
pant In tho hostilities on the European 
cantlnont without becoming a politi- 
cal ally of any of the entente powers, 
simply casting Its weight of men, 
money and moral Influence into tho 
battle against a common enemy, 


Poits of tho United States will bo 


opened to warships of tho entente 
navies, credits from the vast stocks 
of gold, food, munitions and other ma- 
terials might be extended to all the 
entente powers. The American navy 
probably would co-operate with the 
Dritish and French navies in clearing 
submarines from the seas, 


In laying tho whole situation before 


congress tho president Is expected to 
detail fully tho warlike acts of Ger- 
many against the United States and to 
»vy particular attention to the future 
of tho American government as tho 
great conlHct draws to a close. 


It Is not Improbable thai ho will ask 


congiess to declare a state of war ex- 
sting, although there Is borne indi- 
cation that he may only outline the

Ships—Expected to Declare 


State of War Exists. 


Washington, D. C., Miirch 26.—Presi- 


dent Wilson has taken to place the 
nation on a war footing. 
By execu- 


tive order he directed that the navy 
he recruited without delay to full au- 
thorized war strength of 87,000 men. 
Taken in coanectiou with emergency 
naval construction already ordered, 
this means that the president has ex- 
ercised the full limit of his legal pow- 
ers as commander in chief to prepare 
the navy for war. 
F :r the army, the president directed 


that two new military departments be 
created in the Atlantic coast region. 
The order means that the task of or- 
ganizing whatever army congress may 
authorize will be devided among six 
departmental commanders instead of 
lour in the interests o£ speed and effi- 
ciency in mobilization. 


The third step was to assume as a 


national duty the task of protecting 
American industries from domestic 
disorders in the event of hostilities. 
For this pu'.posc eleven full infantry 
regiments, two separate battalions and 
one separate company of National 
guards were nailed back into the fed- 
eral service t.o act as national police 
In important districts. Supplementing 
these troops a regiment of Pennsylva- 
nia gutuls ami two companies of Georg- 
ia infantry, en route home from the 
border, were ordered retained in the 
federal service. 


Call Guards for Police Duty. 


The war department announced the 


militia call in the following statement: 


"Many states have deemed it advis- 


able to call out tho National guard 
for police purposes of protection. As 
to the necessity for such steps arising 
from misuses which are more than 
local, it has been deemed advisable 
by the president to call into federal 
service for the above mentioned pur- 
pose the following organizations of the 
National guard: 
"Massachusetts, Second and Ninth 


regiments; Pennsylvania, First and 
Third regiment; 
Maryland, Fourth 


Regiment; District ot Columbia, First 
separate bataalion; Virginia, Second 
regiment; Vermont, Company B, First 
regiment; 
Connecticut. First regi- 


ment; New York, Second and Seventy- 
first regiments; New Jersey, First and 
Fifth regiments; Delaware, First bat- 
talion, First regiment. 


"The following organizations which

The National guard 


organization called to the colors will 
be assigned the task of guarding muni- 
tion plants, bridges and railroad com- 
munications, all strategic military 
points and in general, all public prop- 
erty. 
The president's orders were made 


known in terso official statements is- 
trued by both departments. No explan- 
ation accompanied them except the 
statement that reorganization of the 
military departments effective May 1, 
was designed to facilitate decentraliza- 
tion of command. 


Navy Needs 20,000 Men. 


The navy must enroll immediately 


approximately 2Q.QOO men to reach the 
required strength. Secretary Daniels 
supplemented It with personal tele- 
grams to newspaper editors all over 
tho country urKing them to aid the 
department in every way in their pow- 
er to obtain the men. 


Congress must determine the sys- 


tem under which an army is to be 
raised. 
The president's action pro- 


vides more elastic machinery, found 
necessary as a result of the recent 
border mobilization, the enrolling and 
training oC a great army, whether 
raised as volunteer, by conscription 
or through a universal service bill. 


The object o£ the creation of the 


new departments ot the northeast and 
southeast was to distribute among 
three central commanders the work of 
mobilization in the states most thickly 
populated and from which tho great- 
est number of soldiers must come. The 
present eastern department directed 
the mobilization of approximately SO 
per cent of the 150,000 puardsmen 
sent to the border. With 4-10,000 men, 
the maximum authorized strength o£ 
the National guard, called out in ad

Now Await Action of Congress. 


Indications are that the administra 


tion plans to await action by congres 
before further warlike preparations 
are ordered. 
President Wilson has 


authority to direct that the regula 
army be brought up to full wa- 
strength at once and also to call ou 
the remainder of the National guard 
and the naval militia. 


In designating state troops to be 


called out, it Is apparent that the war 
department has carefully surveyed the 
field of private enterprises which 
might be assailed in event of domestic 
disturbances. The number of troops 
from each state summoned to duty 
bears a direct relation to the ship 
yards, munition plants or other in 
dustries in that state which may need 
military protection. 
The president, following conferences 


with Gov. McCall of Massachusetts 
and Secretary of War Baker, reached 
the conclusion that as the federal gov- 
ernment is responsible for the situa- 
tion which creates the danger of in- 
ternal disorders, it also should assume 
the burden of providing, adequate pro- 
tection. 
Under the policy he has resolved 


upon and put into execution no state 
and no private manufacturer will be 
called upon to bear the expenses of 
military police work. Many plants of 
various kinds have sought protection 
either from the federal or state au- 
thorities, and the war department can 
now decide what course to take with 
each such application. 


Special Session Called. 


Washington, D. C., March 22.—Presi- 


dent Wilson on Wednesday met the 
constantly increasing probability of 
war with Germany by summoning con- 
gress to assemble in extraordinary ses- 
sion on Monday, April 2—two weeks 
earlier than the date he had chosen 
before the latest assaults upon Amer- 
ican rights on the seas. 


When the president addresses con- 


gress, he is expected to show how a 
state of war actually has existed for 
some time because of the unlawful ag- 
gressions of German submarines. 


Congress is expected formally to de- 


clare a state of war existing, vote a 
large sum, probably ?500,000,000, for 
national defense and clothe the presi- 
dent with authority to use the armed 
forces of the United States, as it em- 
powered President McKinley to deal 
with the menace of Spain in 1898. 


Not War Declaration. 


Such action would not be a declara- 


tion of war; except in a technical 
sense and whether the Uunted States 
and Germany actually go to war in 
the fullest acceptation of the term will 
depend on what the imperial govern- 
ment does before congress is assem- 
bled or after it acts. 


Much to change the president's pres- 


ent intentions or the course of the 
government in the crisis may develop 
before April 2. 
The first American 


armed ships will by -that time have 
reached the war zone. The ruthless 
destruction of one of them unquestion- 
ably would be an act of war. 


On the other hand, sinking of a sub- 


marine by one of the armed merchant- 
men probably would be met as an act 
of war by Germany. Even the arming 
of American ships, with the avowed 
purpose of defending them against 
U-boats may be declared such an act. 


All Blame on Germany. 


In any of these events practically 


nothing would remain except for con- 
gress to acknowledge a state of war 
existing from a certain specified date 
—probably March 18, when three 
American merchant ships, the City of 
Memphis, Vigilancia and Illinois, were 
sunk with loss o£ life. 


The next ten days, until congress 


meets, will be days of tense enxiety, of 
eager waiting and watcing, fraught 
with possibilities of tremendous con- 
sequences to the United States. 


President Wilson and his advisers 


in the cabine and in congress have no 
intention that war shall be declared 
by the United States. By the hostile 
acts of German submarines they be- 
': 


lieve that the imperial German govern- 
ment is actually making war upon the 
United States, and that it shall be rec- 
ognized as such a state. 
To meet 


such, a condition the armed forces o£ 
the country and all the national re- 
sources are to be put in a state of 
readiness. Then wbother the .nation 
shall enter the war in its full sense 
will depend upon how much further 
Germany carries her acts of aggres- 
sion. 


Call of the President 


Convening Congress 


Washington, D. C., March 22.—Th 


president's proclamation follows: 


"Whereas, public interests require 


that the congress of the United State 


of April, 1917, to receive a communl 
cation by the executive on Grave ques 
tions of international policy. 


"Now, therefore, I, Woodrow Wil 


sort, president of the United States of 
America, do hereby proclaim and de 
clare that an extraordinary occasior 
requires the congress of the Unitec 
States to convene in extra session at 
the capitol in the city of Washington 
on the second day of April, 1917, at 
12 o'clock noon, of which all persons 
who shall at that time be entitled to 
act as members thereof are hereby re 
quired to take notice. 


"Given under my hand and the seal 


of the United States of America the 
twenty-first day of March, in the year 
of our Lord, one thousand nine hun 
dred and seventeen, and of the inde 
pendence of the United'States the one 
hundred and f o rty-fi rst." ••

in which the United States, the presi- 
dent has publicly declared, shall, want 
nothing for itself and shall seek only 
to preserve the rights of civilization 
and humanity. 
In such a situation the United States 


might even become an actual partici- 
pant in the hostilities on the European 
cantinent without becoming a politi- 
cal ally of any of the entente powers, 
simply casting its weight of men, 
money and moral influence into the 
Dattle against a common enemy. 


Ports of the United States will be 


opened to warships of the entente 
navies, credits from the vast stocks 
of gold, food, munitions and other ma- 
terials might be extended to all the 
entente powers. The American navy 
probably would co-operate with the 
Sritish and French navies in clearing 
submarines from the seas. 


In.laying the whole situation before 


congress the president is expected to 
detail fully the warlike acts of Ger- 
many against the United States and to 
ia.y particular attention to the future 
of the American government as the 
great conflict draws to a close. 


It is not improbable that he .will ask 


jongross to declare a state of war ex- 
sting, although there is some indi- 
cation that he may only outline the 
situation fully and leave to congress 
he action which is accepted as una- 
'oidable. So much can develop, how- 
jver, before congress assembles, that 
he president is keeping his' plans in 
a tentative form. 
Germany, by her

No tidings of the fate of the other

It is presumed how- 
ever, that as part of the crew is known 
to have abandoned the torpedoed craft 
and landed safely, that the missing 
thirty-one, officers and crew, succeed- 
ed in boarding lifeboats before the 
ship had been sent to the bottom.

According to Los Maticres Grasses, 
Severn! methods of extruding this 
soapy substance Imvo boon patented, 
und, 
moreover, profitable uses have 


been found for other constituents of 
the horsochestnut. The shell Is rich In 
tannin, and Is used In preparing un ex- 
tract for tanning leather. The kernel 
contains about six und six-tenths per 
cent of u pule yellow oil similar to ul- 
moud oil. After tho oil bus been ex- 
tracted, (he residue, trentod with di- 
lute alcohol, yields un oxtruct contain- 
ing about 15 per cent of escullc acid, 
u saponaceous substnnce thnt bus ex- 
cellent lathering unil cleansing proper- 
ties. Tho material left uftor the oil 
and soup have boon removed can be 
made Into a white starch. When trent- 
cd with cold water to remove the bit- 
ter principle, it is suitable for food.

ence of sanitary Inspectors J. Towy 
Thomas, chief sanltury Inspector for 
thu'lUioruhla Vulley, sitltl thuf though 
writings ou health wero among tho 
oldest lu tho world, sanitation for somo 
generations made slow progress,' The 
lllthy hublts of the hermits of the Mid- 
dle Agos nnd of tho early Christian 
saints were practiced by the monks 
or moro recent eras. Indeed St, Jo- 
rome praised those hublts of the her- 
mits, and especially commended an 
Egyptian who combed his hair only o{i 
Easter Sunday und never washed his 
clothos.

HAT the common house fly is the great- 
cs(| menace to human life In temperate 
regions tho highest medical nnd'scien- 
tific authorities In tho United States 
und Europe ure now generally united In 
declaring. 


The dissemination through this In- 


sect of the epidemic, Infantile paralysis, 


which last ydnr killed thousands of New York's 
children Is but one of tho ninny counts in* the in- 
dictment ngulnsl the lllthy lly. Infantile paraly- 
sis Is peculiarly shocking because It deforms chil- 
dren so cruelly, but In Its destruclion of life It Is 
far loss serious than typhoid fever, which we 
now know to ho largely u Jly-borne disease. Simi- 
larly the lly probably causes, far more mortality 
through Its Instrumentality in spreading tubercu- 
losis than as u currier of Infantile paralysis. 


All over tho world scientists arc studying the 


fly, discovering now (lungers to 
public health 


caused by it and suggesting new methods of ex- 
terminating It. 


Dr. L. 0. Howard, tho chief entomologist of tho 


United States govoramenl, now suggests that the 
name "typhoid lly" should be given to the common 
house fly, because the latter name fulls to suggest 
the deadly character. 


Mr, Howard tells how the deadly character of 


the lly \\iis proved by feeding flies with pure cul- 
tures of tho typhoid bacillus. 
Material from the 


bodies of the Insects nnd fly-specks nuide by them 
were then examined and found to contain the 
bacilli. This material was Injected Into animals 
und proved to be virulent. 


Flies Carry Typhoid. 


There wero 250,000 cases of typhoid In the Unit- 


ed States last your, anil over 35,000 proved fatal. 
During the Spiinlsh-Amnrlcnn war files which bud 
swarmed over Infected mailer in the lime-strewn 
pits walked over the soldiers' food, leaving traces 
of lime. 
Many cases of typhoid occurred, killing 


fur more than bullets. Olllcers whose tents were 
screened from tiles showed fewer cases. Typhoid 
disappeared In winter, Vihcn files were no longer 
about. Infected water was not un important fnc- 
tor in these camps, but u majority of cases must 
have been due to the files. More than SO per cent 
of the total deaths In the war wero caused by 
typhoid. 


Tho clanger of Infection is greatly Increased by 


the fact that typhoid germs may remain active in 
a person's intestines long after he has recovered 
from fever. Dr. (ieorgo A. Super recently discov- 
ered a ease of a cook employed by several fami- 
lies In the vicinity of Now York. She hud recov- 
ered completely from typhoid fever, hut she giivo 
the disease to members of e\ery family where she 
was employed. Four oilier cases of this kind are 
mentioned by Doctor Howard. 


Spread Enteric Fever. 


During the Boer war 100,000 British soldiers 


were laid up at one time by enteric fever, now 
shown to have been spread by files. 
Profiting by 


such lessons, the United States authorities on the 
I'unnmu canul work protected refuse against files, 
und this, together with the careful screening of 
bouses, adopted primarily as a defense against 
malaria, reduced typhoid tn a negligible quantity. 


A long series of observations Is being conducted, 


shonlng thnt flies piny, nn Important part In 
spreading Asiatic cholera. The British warship 
Superb, lu the Mediterranean, suffered from un 
epidemic of cholera, which continued whllo at sen, 
but on the disappearance of tiles It ceased, Pro- 
fessors Tlzssonl and CnttanI of Italy, In 1880, found 
active cholera germs In the deposits of flies caught 
In the cholera wards at Bologna, Italy. 


Cost Millions a Year. 


Doctor Howard says the decrease In the vital 


assets of our country through typhoid fevor In u 
single year Is more than $350,000,000. 


The typhoid fly Is also n disseminator of tuber- 


culosis. Dr. Frederick T. Lord, tho Boston scien- 
tist, says: 
„ 


"Flics may Ingest tubercular sputum and ex- 


crete tubercle bacilli, the virulence of which may 
lust for ut least fifteen days." 


Matter from tuberculous patients must, there- 


fore, not be allowed to come In contact with flics, 
and the patients should be screened for their own 
good and that of the rest of the community. 


Drs, W. M. Esten nnd C. J. Mason of Storrs ex- 


periment station, Connecticut, who counted 550 to 
0,000,000 bnctcrln on flics, observed that those In- 
sects curried contamination from the pigpens to 
the milk In dairies. 


Life History of Fly. 


"The only remedy for this serious condition of 


things," they say, "Is to remove tho pigpen us fur 
ns possible from tho dairy and dwelling house. 
Extreme care should bo tukon In keeping flies 
out of tho cow stable, milk rooms and dwellings." 


Doctor Howard bus traced the life history of 


the fly, finding that 120 eggs are luld by a single 
female, and that In Washington In mldsummei n 
generation Is produced every ten days. 
In ex- 


perimenting he found thnt his flies would breed 
only In horse waste, but the evidence1 indicates 
thnt they breed In various kinds of! filth. Ills con- 
clusion, however, Is that the vast majority must 
come from horse stnbles. 


As tested out nnd recommended by the United 


States department of agriculture, sprinkling and 
soaking such n pest heap with a solution of one- 
half pound of powdered hellebore In ten gallons of 
water (stirring well and allowing It to stand for 
24 hours), will destroy ull the mnggots, eggs nnd 
larvae which are then present. 
Almost equally 


good results, although not quite so certain, can bo 
secured by sprlnkllnp- freely with powdered borax 
nnd then pouring \uiter over, so us to carry It 
down all through tho mass. The amount of helle- 
bore solution required Is about a gallon to the 
bushel of manure. 


A recent calculation of the fly's rnto of Inc-inse, 


based on Professor Howard's experiments, bus 
been niudc and shows that one fly can have be- 
tween Juno 1 nnd September 28, 4,353,051,072,000,- 
000,000,000 descendants. 


Prof. S. A. Forbes, stuto entomologist nt Illi- 


nois, found that house Illes breed freely In decay- 
ing animal carcasses, a point of significance In 
connection with war conditions. 


It Is most Important to have an efficient flytrap. 


One known as "the Minnesota flytrap" appears to 
be the best constructed. 
It Is planned on the 


principle of having u box with u hole beneath It, a 
piece of luilt under the hole and snftlolent space 
for the fly to walk under the box. 
The box Is 


entered through a funnel that Is n decapitated 
cone. The fly, having gorged himself on the halt, 
will, according to his Invariable habit, fly upward 
through the funnel and become Imprisoned In the 
box. 
lie w i l l not fly out. 


Health Officers Responsible. 


The courts have passed upon thr; question of 


tiiimiigt'S for u .sufferer from lypliold who coiild 
trace his illness lo files feeding upon the Illlh of 
sewage. A few years ago n man living in German- 
town, Philadelphia, recovered heavy damages from 
the city for his illness, which ho proved was 
caused by u stream flowing through his yard which 
lind been polluted by sewage from a house ten- 
anted by u typhoid patient. The defense relied 
upon proof that the pluliulff had neither drunk nor 
hnthed In the stream, but nn entomologist con- 
vinced the Jury that he had contracted the ills- 
ease through the medium of flies, which had car- 
ried tho Infection from the stream to the food 
exposed to their visits In his house. 


Scourge of European War. 


A horrifying form of (lie fly perl! bus been en- 


countered during the present European war. Tills 
Is the presence of myriads of Illes that have bred 
on the bodies of the dead soldiers nnd carry 
Kcptlcemln (blood poisoning), nnd other diseases. 
Profiting by the experience of the Spanl.sli-Amcr- 
lean and Boer wars, tho military authorities pro- 
tected tho pits In permanent trenches and camps 
against files, but thousands of dead bodies are 
lying In the shell-swept area between opposing 
trenches, where It Is absolutely Impossible to curry 
out sanitary measures. 


The London Lnncol announces thnt the spread 


of typhus, un eruptive fever quite different from 
typhoid, bus been traced to Hies. Typhus has al- 
ways occurred In dirty ami starving communities, 
Ir has been very prevalent In lUisslu, and Is said 
lo hnvc been largely responsible for stopping tho 
first llusslnn Invasion of Austria, because It killtd 
nnd prov ruled so mnny men. 


The spreading of Infantile paralysis virus on the 


feel nnd In the gullet of the house fly, us observed 
by Doetor.Floxnor of the Rockefeller Institute, has 
ulroudy been thoroughly explained. Experiments 
have also boon made indicating Unit the poison 
of this disease Is conveyed by the bite of tho stu- 
bio lly very much ns malaria Is conveyed by the 
bite of tho moso.ullo. 


These experiments arc thus described by Dr. C. 


K. Wlnslovv, nil expert on Insect pests, of the 
American Museum of Natural History: 


Tests With Monkeys. 


"1'rof. M. J. Itoscnnu of the Harvard Medical 


school, succeeded In producing Infantile paralysis 
In six out nf twelve monkeys billon by Mable 
flies which had boon allowed to feed on other 
monkeys suffering from Iho disease. 


•'Professor Ho.senau'.s work has slnco boen con- 


firmed by Doctors Anderson nnd Froi-l of the Unit- 
ed Suites public ho'jiili service. There K of course, 
no certainty thnt tho dii-ense Is always transmitted 
by the stable lly. The work of Doctor Floxnor 
and of the Swedish observers nnd the occurrence 
of n certain proportion of cases In cold wcntlicr 
strongly suggest that .sometimes Infantile paralysis 
may be spread by direct contact between human 
beings or In other ways than by fly bites. On tho 
oilier hand, it M'oms certain the biting stable fly 
l> <ino menus by which the disease Is conveyed; 
nnd the seasonal and geographical prevalence of 
the epidemics ninke it scorn probable that ibis Is 
Iho uMinl und most Important menus, 


"The habits of the stable lly differ widely from 


those of tho house lly. The stable fly Is n biting 
lly, feeding on tho blood of the higher vertebrates. 
It Is found In the vicinity of dwellings, particularly 
where horses and cuttle arc; kept, but It Is apt to 
remain outdoors In warm, sunny places, und does 
nor come Into the house much except ut night und 
before ruin."

I IS DEATH PAINFUL? I

The physical pain of death depends, I suppose, 


on the particular cause of death, says u writer In 
London Tit Bits, Naturally, death from starvation 
or cnnccr must bo very much more painful than 
dentil from old age/ Dying Is probably more pain- 
ful than death Itself. At some most painful death 
beds there' seems to come n period of culm when 
the end draws near. I think It Is a great pity that 
for the sake of relations n death agony Is some- 
times prolonged by the use of powerful drugs. I 
remember a doctor snylng to me nt the death bed 
of a young otl'cor: "If.there were relations here we 
should keep him ultve for n few hours." 
Why 


should a dying man be kept alive for these senti- 
mental reasons? 


I suppose u greut deul of the pnlnfulncss of death 


Is duo to our struggling ngnlnst It. Just as when 
we resist an anesthetic, It causes us great discom- 
fort, while If we meekly submit to It the sensation 
Is delightful, so with death. 


The reason we resist Is that we cling to life. This 


docs not necessarily mean that we are afraid to 
die, or thnt we lu^ve doubts about ImmoVlallty, und 
want to have ns much of this world ns possible for 
fear there Is no other. The greatest struggle for 
life I ever witnessed was on tho part of a young 
spiritualist, who most certainly believed In tho 
next world. lie simply refused to die, and did 
literally live some, days longer because of his de- 
termination. It was rather splendid, this Insistence 
on life, though It probably cost him a lot of pain. 


On the other hand, I remember a young soldier 


in France who died from sheer lack of wanting to 
live. The doctor told me Unit he need not have 
died If he hud only resolved to live. 


Another case I remember of a young Tommy who 


hud u long, weary Illness from nn awful wound. 
Ho, too, no doubt, was bound to die, but he, loo, lost 
heart. It was arranged Hint lie should go to Eng- 
land, but he hiul cwihi'd to cure to do sn, und re- 
fused. The cud came rapidly uftor that. 


I think these Instances show that much depends 


on will power. My own father wus a man of ex- 
traordinary vitality. A month before his death his 
doctor said to me: "By all the laws he ought to be 
(lend now." It was dllllcult to believe u few hours 
before his death, at the ago of ninety, that he was 
u dying man. Ills nguln wus a ease of the most 
absolute,belief In thu other world, coupled with an 
Intense desire to live and not die a moment too 
soon. 


Probably the greatest pain In death Is mental 


pain. I can conceive n wasted life, n stupid life, 
and, still more, a wicked life, making It very pain- 
ful for a man to die. 


Early Dayt of Egypt. 


Prcdynnstlc Egypt consisted of various potty 


stutcs ranged along tho bunks of the Nile—this 4,- 
000 yours before Christ. The Egyptians had ul- 
ready mastered the art of making textile fubrlcs by 
spinning and weaving, and the men wore kilts nnd 
the women long robes. 
Wonderful pottery was 


made, though this was clone by molding, as the pot- 
ter's wheel was unknown. Gold, stone, Ivory nnd 
bone wero made Into ornaments and utensils. Bouts 
wero used und the art of sailing was discovered.

Use for Horcechestnuts. 


The sonpy nature of the kernel of 


the horsechestnut has led investigators 
to search for a way to use It in remov- 
ing dirt' and 'grease from textile goods. 
According to Les Matieres Grasses, 
several methods of extracting this 
soapy substance have been patented, 
and, moreover, profitable uses have 
been found for other constituents of 
the horsechestnnt. The shell is rich in 
tannin, and Is used in preparing an ex- 
tract for tanning leather. The kernel 
contains about six and six-tenths per 
cent of a pale yellow oil similar to al- 
mond oil. After the oil has been ex- 
tracted, the residue, treated with, di- 
lute alcohol, yields nn extract contain- 
ing about 15 per cent of escullc acid, 
a saponaceous substance that has ex- 
cellent lathering nnd cleansing proper- 
ties. The material left after the oil 
and soap have been removed can l»e 
made into a white starch. When treat- 
ed with cold water to remove the bit- 
ter principle. It is suitable for food.

Thomas, chief sanitary inspector for 
the'Khondda Valley, said that though 
writings on health were among the 
oldest in the world, sanitation for some 
generations made slow progress.' The 
filthy habits of the hermits of the Mid- 
dle Ages and of tlie early Christian 
saints were practiced by the monks 
or more recent eras. Indeed St. Je- 
rome praised these habits of the her- 
mits, and .especially commended an 
Egyptian who combed his hair only op 
Easter Sunday and never .washed his 
clothes.

his feet, and Thomas a-Beckett, when 
slain, had undergarments in such a 
condition that one shuddered at the 
description.—London Times.

About the Death Carding 


These filthy pests distribute among people germs 
of typhoid and other bowel diseases, tuberculosis, 
infectious blood poison and even, leprosy:: Be- 
gin your summer war on them now::Clean the 
premises thoroughly and burn trash 


HAT the common house fly Is the great- 
est menace to human life in temperate 
regions the highest medical and-scien- 
tific authorities in the United States 
and Europe are now generally united In 
declaring. 


The dissemination through, this In- 


sect of the epidemic, infantile paralysis, 


which last year killed thousands of Nevr York's 
children is but one of the many counts in the in- 
dictment against tho filthy 'fly. Infantile paraly- 
sis is peculiarly shocking because it deforms chil- 
dren so cruelly, but in its destruction of life it is 
far less serious thnn typhoid fever, which we 
now know to be largely a fly-borne disease. Simi- 
larly the fly probably causes far more mortality 
through its instrumentality in spreading tubercu- 
losis than as a carrier of Infantile paralysis. 


All over the world scientists are studying the 


fly, discovering new dangers to public health 
caused by it and suggesting new methods of ex- 
terminating It. 


Dr. L. O. Howard, the chief entomologist of the 


United States government, now suggests that the 
name "typhoid fly" should be given to the common 
house fly, because the latter name falls to suggest 
the deadly character. 


Mr. Howard tells how the deadly character of 


the fly was proved by feeding flies with pure cul- 
tures of the typhoid bacillus. Material from the 
bodies of the insects and fly-specks made by them 
were then examined and found to contain the 
bacilli. This material was injected Into animals 
and proved to be virulent. 


Flies Carry Typhoid. 


There were 250,000 cases of typhoid in the Unit- 


ed States last year, and over 30,000 proved fatal. 
During the Spanish-American war flies which had 
swarmed over infected, matter in the lime-strewn 
pits walked over the soldiers' food, leaving traces 
of lime. Many cases of typhoid occurred, killing 
far more than bullets. Officers whose tents were 
screened from flies showed fewer cases. Typhoid 
disappeared in winter, when flies were no longer 
about. Infected water was not an Important fac- 
tor in these camps, but a majority of cases must 
have been due to the flies. More than SO per cent 
of the total deaths In the war were caused by 
typhoid. 
The danger of Infection is greatly increased by 


the fact that typhoid germs may remain active in 
Ji person's intestines long after he has recovered 
from fever. Dr. George A. Soper recently discov- 
ered a case of a cook employed by several fami- 
lies in the vicinity of New York. She had recov- 
ered completely from typhoid fever, but she gave 
the disease to members of every family where she 
was employed. Four other cases of this kind are 
mentioned by Doctor Howard. 


Spread Enteric Fever. 


During the Boer war 100,000 British soldiers 


were laid up at one time by enteric fever, now 
shown to have been spread by flies. Profiting by 
such lessons, the United States authorities on the 
Panama canal work protected refuse against flies, 
and this, together with the careful screening of 
houses, adopted primarily as a defense against 
malaria, reduced typhoid to a negligible quantity. 


A long series of observations is being conducted, 


showing that flies play, an Important part in 
spreading Asiatic cholera. 
The British warship 


Superb, in the Mediterranean, suffered from nn 
epidemic of cholera, which continued while at sea, 
but on the disappearance of flies it ceased. Pro- 
fessors Tizzonl and Cattani of Italy, In 1SSG, found 
active cholera germs in the deposits of flies caught 
In the cholera wards at Bologna, Italy. 


Cost Millions a Year. 


Doctor Howard says the decrease in the vital 


assets of our country through typhoid fever in a 
single year is more than $350,000,000. 


The typhoid flv is also a disseminator of tuber- 


culosis. ' Dr. Frederick T. Lord, the Boston scien- 
tist, says: 
« 
"Flies may ingest tubercular sputum and ex- 


crete tubercle bacilli, the virulence of which may 
last for at least fifteen days." 
Matter from tuberculous patients must, there- 


fore, not be allowed to come in contact with flies, 
and the patients should be screened for their own 
good and that of the rest of the community. 
Drs W M Esten and C. J. Mason of Storrs ex- 


periment station, Connecticut, who counted 550 to 
(i 000 000 bacteria on flies, observed that these In- 
sects carried contamination from the pigpens to 
the milk in dairies. 


Life History of 
Fly. 


"The only remedy for this serious condition of 


things " they say, "is to remove the pigpun as far 
as possible from the dairy and dwelling house. 
Extreme care should be taken in keeping flies 
out of the cow stable, milk rooms and dwellings." 


Doctor Howard has traced the life history of 


the fly. finding that 120 eggs are laid by a sinr-ie 
female and that In Washington in midsummer a 
generation Is produced every ten flays. In ex- 
perimenting he found that his flies would breed 
only in horse waste, but the evidence indicates 
that they breed in various kinds of filth. His con- 
clusion, however, Is that the vast majority must 
come from horse stables. 


As tested out" and recommended by the United 


States department of agriculture, sprinkling and 
soaking such a pest heap with a solution of one- 
half pound of powdered hellebore in ten gallons of 
water (stirring well and allowing it to stand for 
24 hours), will destroy all the maggots, eggs and 
larvae which are then present. 
Almost equally 


good results, although not quite so certain, can be 
secured by sprinkling freely with powdered borax 
and then pouring water over, so as to carry it 
down all through the mass. The amount of belle- 
bore solution required Is about a gallon to the 
bushel of manure. 
A recent calculation of the fly's rate of increase. 


based on Professor Howard's experiments, has 
been made and shows that one fly can have be- 
tween June 1 and September 28, 4,353,054,672,000,- 
000,000.000 descendants. 


Prof. S. A. Forbes, state entomologist of Illi- 


nois, found that house flies breed freely in decay- 
Ing animal carcasses, a point of significance in 
connection with war conditions. 


It Is most important to have an efficient flytrap. 


One known as "the Minnesota flytrap" appears to 
be the best constructed. 
It Is planned on the 


principle of having a box with a hole beneath it, a 
piece of bait under the hole and sufficient space 
for the fly to walk under the box. The box is 
entered through a funnel that is a decapitated 
cone. The fly, having gorged himself on the bait, 
will, according to his Invariable habit, fly upward 
through the funnel and become Imprisoned in the 
box. He will not fly out. 


Health Officers Responsible. 


The courts have passed upon the question of 


damages for a sufTerer from typhoid who could 
trace his illness to flies feeding upon the filth of 
sewage. A few years ago a man living in German- 
town. Philadelphia, recovered heavy damages from 
the city for his illness, which he proved was 
caused by a stream flowing through his yard which 
had been polluted by sewage from a house ten- 
anted by a typhoid patient. The defense rohed 
upon proof that the plaintiff had neither drunk nor 
bathed in the stream, but an entomologist con- 
vinced the jury that he had contracted the dis- 
ease through the medium of flies, which had car- 
ried the infection from the stream to the food 
exposed to their visits in bis house. 


Scourge of European 
War. 


A horrifying form of the fly peril has been en- 


countered during the present European war. This 
is tlie presence of myriads of flies that have bred 
on the bodies of the dead soldiers and carry 
i-epticemla (blood poisoning), and other diseases. 
Profiting by the experience of the Spanish-Amer- 
ican and Boer 'wars, the military authorities pro- 
tected the pits in permanent trenches and camps 
against flies, but thousands of dead bodies are 
lying in the shell-swept area between opposing 
trenches, where It is absolutely impossible to carry 
out sanitary measures. 


The London Lancet announces that the spread 


of typhus, an eruptive fever quite different from 
typhoid, lias been traced to flies. Typhus has al- 
ways occurred in dirty and starving communities. 
It has been very prevalent in Russia, and Is said 
to have been largely responsible for stopping the 
first Hussion Invasion of Austria, because it killed 
and prostrated KO many men. 
The spreading of Infantile paralysis virus on the 


feet and in the gullet of tho house fly, as observed 
by Doctor Flexner of the Rockefeller Institute, has 
already been thoroughly explained. Experiments 
have also been made indicating that the poison 
of this disease Is conveyed by the bite of the sta- 
ble fly very much as malaria is conveyed by the 
bite of the mosquito. 


These experiments are thus described by Dr. C. 


E. Winslow. an expert on Insect posts, of the 
American Museum of Natural History: 


Tests With Monkeys. 


"Prof. M. .T. Kosennu of the Harvard Medical 


school, succeeded in producing infantile paralysis 
In six out of twelve monkeys bitten by stable 
flies which had been allowed to feed on other 
luonkevp sintering from the disease. 
"Professor Kosenau's work has since been con- 


firmed by Doctors Anderson and Frost of the Unit- 
Mi States public hi-nith sen-ice. There I.", of course, 
no certainty that the disease is always transmitted 
by the stable ily. 
Tho work of Doctor Flexner 


and of the Swt-d'ish observers and the occurrence 
of a certain proportion of cases In cold weather 
strongly suggest that sometimes infantile paralysis 
may be spread by direct contact between human 
beiiigs or in other ways than by fly bites. On the 
other hand, it scorns certain the biting stable fly 
Is one means by which the disease is convoyed; 
and the seasonal and geographical prevalence of 
the epidemics make It set?m probable that this is 
the usual and most important means. 


"The habits of the stable fly differ widely from 


those of the house fly. The stable fly is a biting 
fly feeding on the blood of the higher vertebrates. 
It is found in the vicinity of dwellings, particularly 
where horses and cattle are kept, but It Is apt to 
remain outdoors in warm, sunny places, and does 
not come into the house much except at night and 
before rain." 
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I IS DEATH PAINFUL?! 


The physical pain of death depends, I suppose, 


on the particular cause of death, says a writer In 
London Tit Bits. Naturally, death from starvation 
or cancer must be very much more painful than 
death from old age. Dying Is probably more pain- 
ful than death itself. At some most painful death 
beds there-seems to come a period of calm when 
the end draws near. I think it Is a great pity that 
for the sake of relations a death agony Is some- 
times prolonged by the use of powerful drugs. I 
remember a doctor saying to me at the. death bed 
of a young officer: "If.there were relations here we 
should keep him alive for a few hours." Why 
should a dying man be kept alive for these senti- 
mental reasons? 


I snppose a great deal of the painfulness of death 


is due to our struggling against it. Just as when 
we resist an anesthetic, it causes us great discom- 
fort, while if we meekly submit to it the sensation 
Is delightful, so with death. 
The reason we resist is that we cling to life. This 


does not necessarily mean that we are afraid to 
die or that we have doubts about ImrnSHality, and 
want to have as much of this world as possible for 
fear there is no other. The greatest struggle for 
life I ever witnessed was on the part of a young 
spiritualist, who most certainly believed in the 
next world. He simply refused to die, and did 
literally live some days longer because of his de- 
termination. It was rather splendid, this Insistence 
on life, though it probably cost him a lot of pain. 


On the other hand. I remember a young soldier 


in France who died from sheer lack of wanting to 
live. The doctor told me that he need not have 
died if he had only resolved to live. 


Another case I remember of a young Tommy who 


had a long, weary Illness from an awful wound. 
He. too, no doubt, was bound to die, but he, too, lost 
heart. It was arranged that he should go to Eng- 
land, but he had ceased to care to do so, and re- 
fused. The end came rapidly after that. 


I think these instances show that much depends 


on will power. My own father was a man of ex- 
traordinary vitality. A month before bis death his 
doctor said to me: "By all the laws he ought to be 
dead now." It was difficult to believe a few hours 
before his death, at the age of ninety, that he was 
a dying man. His again was a case of the most 
absolute.beliof in the other world, coupled with an 
intense desire to live and not die u moment too 
soon. 


Probably the greatest pain In death is mental 


pain. I can conceive a wasted life, a stupid life, 
:md. still more, a wicked life, making it very pain- 
ful for a man to die.
